The Naval gun is mounted on the non-recoil principle, and being aimed from the 
shoulder, with the ease of a miusket, attains a greuter accuracy at sea than any other 
cannon. 

The range of the 87mm. gun is 5,000 yards, of the 47mm., 6,500 yards, 

The steel shell from the smaller gun penetrates all torpedo boats up to 8,000 yards, and. 
at acute angles up to 2,000 yards, and the 47mm. perforates all the unarmored ships now 
= in service.

Gen. O. O. Howard's address on Decoration Day at Lew- 
iston, Me., is spoken of with unstinted praise, and he bore 
staunch testimony to the morality and integrity of the Army 
of to day as favorably compared with the civil community at 
large. He said: “I could multiply instances, but these few 
are sufficient to suggest that in this country we muy find 
morality and religion in the Army; that the soldier is not 
depraved to a proverb ; that virtue and piety are not so rare 
asto be simply subjects of ridicule ; that profligacy, liber- 
tinism, and infidelity are not by any means a necessary part 
of a soldier's uniform; that profanity, drunkenness, infi- 
delity and duelling are not the special characteristics of our 
Army. These crimes, it 1s owned with shame and sorrow, 
prevail in our land and more or less afilict and curse the best 
regulated company, but the Army is not conspicuous in this 
or any other vileness. The Grand Army can easily furnish 
the record proof of soldiers, who like Thomas, Canby, Fisk. 
Mitchell, Chamberlain, Sewall, Whittlesey, and a host of 
others, have been conspicuous in deeds of justice and benefi- 
cence, securing aud advancing human happiness ; of soldiers 
who, like Greble, Camp, and Stinson, have carried *‘ comfort 
to wretchedness and dried the tears of sorrow ;” of soldieis 
who, like Miies, Tillson, Saxton, Swayne, Sprague, and Grif- 
fin, ‘ have relieved the unfortunate, fed the huogry, clothed 
the naked, dealt justly, and enlightened the ignorant ;’ of 
soldiers who, hke Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, Pope, Meade, 
Jameson, Berry, Washburn, Butler, and a multitude of 
others, ‘ unfastened the fetters of the slave and let the cap- 
tive go free.’ ”

RECENT DEATHS. 
LIEUT. AUGUSTUS F. HEWIT. 

Lieut Augustus F. Hewit, 22d U. 8S. Infantry, died June 
8, 1882, at San Antonio, Texas, under the most painful cir- 
cumstances. Engaged some time ago to be married June 5, 
1882, to Miss Katherine 3B. Duncan, a daughter of Colonel 
Duncan, of San Antonio, formerly of the Confederate ser- 
vice, his sudden and dangerous illness of remittent fever 
hastened the ceremony. Taken to Colonel Duncan’s house 
it soon became apparent that his earthly career was about 
to close, so that with the consent of all the parties concerned 
the marriage ceremony took place June 3, a few hours before 
hisdeath. ‘The news was at once telegraphed to his mother 
at Bridgeport, Conn., and other relatives in the North. The 
funeral took place at San Antonio June 6, and was attended 
by a large assemblage of sorrowing friends. 

Lieut. Hewit was a native of New York, a son of Surgeon 
Hewit, who served on General Grant’s staff during the war, 
and was graduated from West Point June 13, 1879, and 
assigned to the 22d U. 8. Infantry. During his short service 
he had gained a host of friends and gave promise of a career 
of usefulness and efficiency. 

COMMANDER EDWARD TERRY. 

At the Naval Academy, on June 6th, were buried the re- 
maius of Commander Edward Terry, U. 8. N. After two 
years of long suffering and vain search for health, he was 
laid to rest in the cemetery of the Academy, with which in- 
stitution he had been so prominently connected, and where 
he had always been distinguished. Among those who at- 
tended his funeral were many who had served under his 
eommand. Their thoughts naturally recalled his many noble 
qualities, and the grand figure he ever made when in com- 
mand of aship of war.” The words fear or timidity were 
not of his vocabulary. His eye was. keen, his judgment 
quick, and his mind ever ready for any emergency. His 
nature was such that he could associate freely anil familiarly 
with those under him without losing one particle of the 
respect due to his position as commanding officer. His war 
record was brilliant. He served with distinction at New Or- 
leans, Port Hudson, Vicksburg, Mobile ,and Fort Fisher. 
Although the time of his funeral was necessarily uncertain, 
he was followed to the grave by many distinguished men, 
among whom were General Sherman, Admirals Jenkins and 
Rodgers. He was buried with all honors due to his rank, 
the Battalion of Cadets forming the escort. The pall-bear- 
ers were Comdrs. McNair, Dewey, Farquhar, Sampson and 
Harrington, Prof. Soley, Lieuts. Emory, Meigs, Mason, 
and R. P. Rodgers. 

Gen. GruserrPr GaRIBaLpI died at Caprera on June 2, 
aged 74. His disease was bronchitis. Garibaldi fainted at 
6.30 Pp. mM. on Friday, but lingered until 8.50 o’clock, when 
his death occurred. His remains were to have been cremated 
on Wedntsday last in accordance with the provision of his 
will, but various difficulties interposed, and his friends 
finally decided to entomb the body at least temporarily. 
King Humbert depuied Prince Thomas of Savoy to 
represent him at the funeral. Deputations representing 
the army and navy, various municipal societies, and other 
organizations, were also present. Victor Hugo sent a tele- 
gram accepting the honorary presidency of the funeral, bu; 
stating that he would be unable to be present on account of 
his great age. He telegraphed to Caprera as follows: ‘It is 
more than death ; it is a catastrophe. Not only Italy and 
France, but mankind mourns.”’ It is propused to erect a 
light-house at Caprera as a memorial of the deceased General. 
Movements are being made in many cities for the erection 
of monuments. The municipality of Genoa has subscribed 
20,000 francs toward the erection of a monument, and that 
of Verona 10,000 francs for the same purpose. The munici- 
pality of Rome has contribated 80,000 francs for the erection 
of a monument on Janiculum Hill. Great excitement has 
been occasioned by his death, and while in Trieste, Austria, 
the Italian organ has been confiscated for going into mourn- 
ing, in Rome four hundred university students attacked and 
wrecked the offices of the clerival newspapers Cassandrina, 
Voce della Verita, because the former had spoken disrespect- 
fully of Garibaldi. It is reported that on hearing of the 
death of Garibaldi the Pope remained silent awhile, then 
raising his eyes to heaven he said: ‘‘ There has gone another 
figure of the Revolution. O God! be merciful to him!” The 
death of General Garibaldi has brought up a host of remin- 
iscences of that gallant patriot, and many on this side of the 
water, who knew him well and fought under him in bygone 
days have done full honors to his memory.

Department of Arizona.—General Sherman has eubmitted 
to the Secretary of War, the report of a board of which Pay- 
master J. 8S. Witcher, U. 8. A., was president, appointed to 
investigate as to the number of people killed and property 
stolen, etc., during the recent Indian outbreak in Arizona, 
and to which we recently referred as being in progress, The 
total number killed were 42; wounded, 5. The list of mur- 
dered citizens includes all that the board were able to learn 
of along the whole line of march of the hostile Apaches, 
from the sub-agency to the point where they entered into 
Mexico. The depredations committed, as reported to the 
board by citizens involved a total loss to stock and other 
property of $30,250. 

Captain T. C. Tupper, 6th Cavalry, writes from Fort Hua- 
chuca, May 15, to the Tombstone Epitaph, as follows; “ Al- 
though [am personally unacquainted, permit me to thavk 
you and those connected with your paper for the kind and 
generous tone of your notices concerning myself and the 
troops under my command during the recent campaign. 
Whether I deserve it or not, the troops that I had the honor 
to command do deserve all that has been said in their praise. 
None ever worked harder or more cheerfully.” 

Depariment of Missouri.—The Leavenworth Times of May 
28, advertiog to the victory of the United States in the suit 
coucerning a sumof money, for which Paymaster Brod- 
head, U. 8. A., was responsible, to which we referred last 
week, says: ‘The relief to Major Brodhead is very great, 
and he was warmly congratulated at the result. The strain 
upon him has been very evident, and it is apparent that he 
has passed many sleepless hours since the suit has been 
pending. He has won many friends in Topeka by his quiet, 
gentlemanly bearing, and all rejoice at the result. He ar- 
rived in Leavenworth from Topeka last evening, but with 
characteristic modesty, wished to say but little about the 
matter. He displayed evident relief, however, and, in fact, 
was free toexpress his sense of the same. He received 
many congratulations from Lis friends. The impression pre- 
vails in Leavenworth that new developments may be expect- 
ed at any time.” 

At the recent band contest at Leavenworth, to which we 
have previously referred, the award was given toa band from 
Clay Centre. The Beloit Courier thereupon lashes itself 
into fury, and belittles the judges. The Times says: ‘The 
judges in the band contest were~ Lieut. M. D. Parker, 9th 
Cavalry, for years connected with the Eastern :ewspapers as 
musical critic—a thorough musician in every respect, who 
has been in Leavenworth but a short time, merely on a visit, 
and who probably didn’t know whether Beloit was in Clay 
county or Clay Centre was in Mitchell county. Prof. Carl

old one, yet ever new to those who participate, and 
ever fresh in its interest to all wiio have ties binding 
them to the honored institution. The many rains in 
tke latter part of May had left the surrounding region 
in its loveliest guise, so that the throngs of visitors were 
doubly repaid for their journeys to the historic spot. 

The examinations, as a whole, resulted very favora- 
bly, and Mr. J. G. Chapman, Secretary of the Board of 
Visitors, who was a close observer, expressed his sur- 
prise and pleasure ul the exactness and readiness dis- 
played by the cadets. The statue-like carriage and 
thorough military deportment of the demonstrators at 
the blackboard excited the usual attention, and, also, as 
usual, some deficiencies of elocutiun suggested that the 
youths were intent on being soldiers rather than spout— 
ers. One cadet, in hospital for a mishap at cavalry 
drill on Decoration Day, was examined there. The 
visitors were amused to note the daily report of delin- 
quencies. One cadet was reported for ‘‘putting too 
much butter on his plate at supper ;” another for “‘not 
having iy chair pusbed close to the table at morning 
inspectiou of room,” while tardiness in falling into live 
or smiling in the ranks had several victims. Gen. 
Howard was carefully, and at much length, interrogated 
by the Board of Visitors, whose composition has al- 
ready been given in the JourNAL, as to the condition of 
the school. We have the highest authority for saying 
that ‘‘ the first and second classes have passed admira- 
ble examinations, snd go through with unbroken 
ranks.”

The examination of the candidates for admission to 
the Academy will begin on the morning of June 13 and 
be continned on the 14th and part of the 15th. 

It need not be said that all the salutes, the reviews, 
the parades, and other military displays of the cadet 
battalion were of the highest order, Col. Lazelle, com- 
mandant of the corps, receiving the congratulations to 
which he is now well accustomed. To Gens. Horace 
Porter and Schaff, as graduates, these exercises had a 
familiar aspect. The various receptions and bospitali- 
ties extended to the Board of Visitors and guests were 
not lackivg in warmth and enjoyabieness. The com- 
pany, batialion and rkirmish drilis, the displays of fenc- 
ing and horsemanship, the gymnastics, the light battery 
aod siege battery target practice, the night pra tice with 
mortars, aud the various exhibitions of bridge aud pon- 
toon construction, ¥ ere all wicnessed with great pleasure 
and many expressions cf satisfaction. ‘The exhibition 
of the Fourth Class in fencing was spoken of with 
ial mention by some observers. It must be admitted, 
, that the sport of lawn tennis, which is not ye 
down in the regular curriculum, had many interested 
spectators. Tbe traditional courtesy and attention to 
the wants of guests by officers and cadets made all 
these displays, both routine and extra, very enjoyable. 

The exhibition of cadet proficiency in military gym- 
nastics was particularly admired. Military gympastics, 
as distinguisbed from ordinary gymuastics, was de- 
scribed by ope gucst as meaving the getting over a 
fence when the enemy is in your rear. The cadets 
appeared clad in white from head to foot, and showed a 
remarkable degree of proficiency in acrobatic feats. 
‘Lhe Indian club exhibition elicited wain applause 
The exercises on the hanging plank were excellent, and 
in short the whole exhibition was superb. Lieut. Ed- 
ward 8. Farrow, assistant instructur in tactics, has 
made a careful study of the effects of systematic prac. 
tice upou the cadets. Upon coming under his care 
each ** plebe” is carefully measured, and at the end ot 
each term the measurements are sguin taken. The last 
report on the present class, which covered the period of 
fourth months, from September 1 last to December 381, 
showed, out of a total of sixty-three members, the fol- 
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Episcopal service in the chapel, and the annual sermon 
was preached by the Rev. Mr. Paxton, of New York, 
on heroism. ‘* The strength of early Christianity,” he 
said, ‘‘ came frum the heroic character of its uphol lers 
and defenders; a good deal of moderr Christianity re- 
minds one of Samson, with his locks shorn. The 
Delilah of culture, conventionality, scepticism, wide 
toleration has beguiled it. Our Christianity is on the 
defensive nowadays. The Philistines are upon us. 
Not the big, stupid Philistines of Samson's day, 
but those keen-eyed children of the world; those 
modern analytic, scientific advocates of inviolable law 
and an impersonal God. These are upon us, and the 
saints are timid, apologetic. The weakness of modern 
Christianity is that it does not appeal strongly enough 
to the imagination of men. The sad truth is that this 
world has always had a secret and often an open leaving 
towards the devil. Even John Milton, the stern Puri- 
tup, had a weakness for Lucifer, and made him dan- 
gerously attractive in his rebellion against God. One 
difficulty is that the devil has the popular and pleasing 
side. It is much nicer to dine with some great 
sinner than to dine with some saints. Things 
ought not be so. Our religion used to be the school of 
heroes and the Christian the manliest of men. It should 
be so now, but it is not. This world of ours respects 
decision as it does nothing else, and when we make our 
religion a positive powerful factor in literature, politics, 
commerce and society, then no man will speak lightly 
of our faith.” 

On Tuesday, the candidates for admission began to 

arrive, the law requiring them to present themselves 
between the 6th and the 12th of the month. There 
will be 157 of them, if all present themselves at the ex- 
amination, which occurs at the end of next week. 
There were the usual jests at the expense of the young 
gentlemen, intermingled with the kindly wishes for their 
success. Among the candidates were Wm. G. Elliott, 
ason of Major Elliott, of the Corps of Engineers, John 
Gibbon, a son of General Gibbon, Lewis C. Hunt, a 
son of Gen Hunt, and Cecil Stewart, a son of Colonel 
Cnarles Stewart of the Engineers. There was a dark 
rumor that a colored lad would be among the candi- 
dates, but none had appeared at latest accounts. Gev. 
Howard spoke to the Board of Visitors with regard to 
the diminution in the number of cadets, the pres- 
ent graduating class comprising only 37 mem- 
bers, though it had over a hundred at the start. No 
doubt this subject will be considered in the Board's re- 
port. 
In inspecting the barracks, their cleanliness and order 
excited grest admiration, as usual; but the ventilation 
of the cadet barracks was considered insufficient. The 
Board of Visitors, we understand, will recommend the 
building of another hall—to be called, but rather inap- 
propriately, we think, the Garfield Memorial Hall—to 
be used as a chupel and a hall for examinations and 
graduating exercises. There is much need of putting 
in more baths, as there are too few for the use of ca- 
dets. One correspondent writes: ‘‘'The removal of 
the quarters of the officers’ families from the Cadets’ 
barracks will be asked. They occupy apartments in 
the octagonal towers at the corners of the building. 
The rooms will be surrendered to the cadets. Some 
members of the board, General Treat said, were strong- 
ly opposed to competitive examinations previous to the 
application of the candidates for admission. It is 
deemed best that youug men should present themselves 
without having been first subjected to a preliminary 
questioning. Applicants who may be studious, but 
who do not make good soldiers, it is said are given un- 
due advantage. When the time comes for a Congress. 
man torecommend an appointment, he calls upon all 
those who desire to try for a candidacy to appear for 
examination. There can be but one successful appli- 
cant, and it is urged that while he may show his pro- 
ficiency at his books he will be found deficient other- 
wise. The officers of the Academy say that direct ap- 
pointments prove the best, as young men are selected 
who possess general requisites. In former years the 
cadets complained of their mess. When Major Spur- 
geon was appointed Quartermaster, a year ago, to suc- 
ceed Major Du Barry, a cbange took piace. Since that 
time the rations have compared favorably with the 
table of a first-class hotel. Previously the food was of 
inferior quality and ofttimes served in insufficient quan- 
lities.” 

Another correspondent, speculating upon the charac- 
ter of the recommendations which the Board is likely 
to make, says: ‘‘Tnere is a desire on the part of some 
Army officers to discountenance the plan of selecting 
candi‘ates for admission to the Academy by competi- 
tive examination, as this brings a mentally clever but 
otherwise undesirable class of cadets. It is not likely 
that the report will touch upon the effects of the West 
Shore Railroad intrusion of the Government domain, as 
the chairman of the committee is also the president of 
the road. One effect already has been to suspend even 
the meagre amount of rifle practice heretofore possible 
for the cadets fiom the north wharf of the pust. The 
need of further hotel accommudations at the post is also 
a pressing one, and the usual annual recommendation of 
a cottage fit for winter use ard capable in summer of 
relieving the crush in the present old-fashioned hostelry 
will also appear in the report of the Board.” 

Some of the correspondents evidently have been 
much interested in the clothes the cadets wear, and how 
much they cost. One of the writers goes into the sub- 
ject at this length : 

“One cadet at the Military Academy is the proud 
possessor Of 120 pairs of white duck trousers. Each 
cadet is required to be provided with 10 pairs, but it is 
a matter of much rivalry among the young men to see 
who shall possess the largest collection of these 














pensable and, at West Point, highly ornamental articles 


of wearing apparel. The trousers are made of Belfast 
duck, imported by the Government from Ireland. The 
quality of the fabric is the best, and it is well-nigh im- 
possible to wear the garments out. Being perfectly 
white, they of course soil very easily, and on a bad day, 
when drills and parades are numerous, as many as six 
or eigbt changes are made. The trousers are made at 


|the tailor’s shop on the post, and the students are 


charged $4 a pair for them, which is very cheap. When 
the cadets sppeared this moraing their trousers were as 
immaculate as ever. Any one who visits West Point, 
winter or summer, will observe that the cadets wear 
well. fitting shves. They are made on the post. The 
‘uniform ” or low shoes cost $5 and $6 a pair, and the 
high-laced winter shoes about the same. The shoe- 
makers are adepts, and proudly proclaim that their 
shoes ‘‘ beat the world.” In short, there is nothing that 
the cadets wear that is not made at West Point. They 
are supplied with three or four pairs of gray uniform 
trousers with a black stripe down the sides at a cost of 
$6 each. The natty dress coats, whose tails so greatly 
resemble garden spades in shape, cost $16 and $18. 
The newly-admitted cadets do not receive great coats 
until winter, and durirg wet weather in the summer 
wear rubber coats. These the upper class cadets call 
‘*Plebe’ skins.” The cadets shave themselves, but a 
barber in the barracks bids fair to retire before long on 
acompetency acquired by charging civilians 50 cents 
each for scraping their faces. Baths to the cadets are 
cheap. The charge is 3 cents, which is to cover the 
expense of soap and towels. Hair cutting is a little 
dearer. The rate for that operation is 12} cents.” 

Last night (Friday, June 9), occurred the annual 
farewell hop given to the graduating class by the class 
below. The managers were Clarence R. Edwards I. 
William Littell, William F. Haucock, Walter - K. 
Wright, Beverly W. Dunn, George W. Read, Harry C. 
Hale, Samuel D. Freeman, and George H. Cameron, 
the first-named being head manager. No fewer than 
3,700 invitations were issued, among others to General 
Grant, General Sherman, the generals in commard of 
departments, the President and Cabinet, the New York 
State officers, and the officers in New York Harbor and 
al. the Brooklyn Nuvy-yard. The hop took place in the 
cadets’ and officers’ mess.rooms. Supper was 
se-ved iu the Gymnasium and was most bountiful. 
‘rhe order of daucing was on a cartridge box with 
twenty rounds of cartridges in perspective, one dance 
on one end of each round, the other end being left blank 
for the partner’s name. Silk sunflowers, painted silk 
chasse-bags and natural flowers were among the favors 
tor the German, which was danced in the cadets’ mess- 
room while the hop continued in the officers’ mess-room. 
The following were the figures for the German: The 
arch (Les Lointains waltz), quadrille figure (La Berceuse 
waltz), nultiplied circles (Kilcut galop), double circles 
(Mascotte waltz), kneeling figure (Fame Mich galop), 
waltz figure (Roses of the South waltz), and Reveil du 
Lion galop), which is as follows: Four couples lead 
out, choosing four more at signa!. All form line at end 
of hall, ladies behind gentlemen. Count fours, For- 
ward, guide centre, double time, march; fours right, 
quick time, march, at other end of hall. Column con- 
ducted back to first end, then down the ventre; columns 
of cwos separate; on right and left iato line, forming 
new line in centre with alternate couples facing same 
direction, Nos. 1 and 3 as skirmishers, march; same for 
2and4. Gentlemen about face. Rally on battalion. 
All waltz. Tie German opened at twelve o’clock, 
under the lead «f Henry T. Allen and Charles G. Treat, 
assisted by Burrington H. West and Charles P. Elliott, 
all of the class of ’82. The cards of invitation contained 
designs of the cadets in line on the purade-ground, the 
heavy battery and a picturesque turn of Fiirtation Walk 
by moonlight. The names of the managers are on a 
drum in the corner. A smaller card, to be presented at 
the door, is an innovation designed to prevent persons 
not invited from intruding as they have done in former 
years. Mark Twain sent this response : 

Hartrorp, Conn., June 1, 1882. 
To the Hop Managers: 

I do not know that I can be there in the body, but I shall 
be there in spirit anyway—and that is an advantage, because 
I can dance better in the spirit than I can in the body ; 
though perhaps I «um at my best when the two are combined 
and I have the spint in the body, provided it is the right 
kind of spirit and a good deal of it. With many thanks, I 
am, truly yours, 8S. L. CLEMENS. 

But the managers also received a regret from Jobn B. 
Gough, who never takes spirit of any kind in bis body. 
The wvitations for the regular Monday and Thursday 
evening hops given by the corps of cadets at Camp 
Garfeld on the lawn duriug tke summer, are in great 
demand. 

One correspondent says: ‘‘If it were within the pro- 
vince of the Board no doubt a report far from compli- 
mentary would be made upon the Custer statue, which 
stares every visitor in the face as he approaches the 
post and which is universally conlemned. There is @ 
strong desire here to unite with Mrs. Custer in her 
endeavors to have the present statue put aside and a 
new one substituted. 

A review of the corps will take place at 9 o’clock 
Monday morning, before the Board of Visitors and 
other distinguished guests. This will be followed by a 
dress parade, and the graduating exercises will begin at 
11.80. If the weather is fair the exercises will take 
place on the lawn in front of the library, and if not, in 
the chapel.

Elwell S. Otis, Commandant of the School of Applica- 
tion, at Fort Leavenworth, and, it is expected, by Gen 
Sherman, Secretary Lincoln, and some of the members 
of the Board of Visitors. Gen. Sherman will probably 
arrive Saturduy eveniog instead of Sunday evening. At 
the annual meeting and the annual dinner of the Asso- 
ciation of West Point graduates, Judge John King 
Findlay, of Pennsylvania, of the class of 1824, will act 
as president, he being the oldest graduate who will be

In the 
brigade drill, Lieut.-Commander C. F. Goodrich acted as 
general, Lieut. C. T. Hutchins as adjutant-zeneral, Capt. 
Henry O. Cochrane, U. 8. M. ©., commanded the first 
battalion, compoeed of four companies of marines, and 
Lieut.-Commanders F. M. Barber and J. 8. Newell respec- 
tively commanded the second and third battalions, which 
were composed of sailors, four companies each. The addi- 
tion of four pieces of artillery under Lieut. N. H. Barnes, a 
platoon of pioneers under Carpenter H. M. Griftiths of the 
Lancaster, the band of the flagship, and the usual assort- 
ment of stretcher men, water carriers, etc., made quite an 
imposing and creditable line. Each drill exhibited marked 
progress, and the weather was of such charming character 
as to make the exercises quite enjoyable to the participants. 
Advantage was also taken of the harbor to have several boat 
drills, in which all of the boats participated. A general 
order issued upon arrival stopped all liberty * between 8 
A. M. and sunset,” also leaves to officers, many of whom had 
no part in the drills and were much disgruutied by the 
quarantine. The stay at Mahon ended with a grand regatta 
on Friday afternoon, gotten up mainly by Lieut. R. M. G. 
Brown of the Lancaster. Five hundred and forty francs 
were contributed by the officers of the different ships and 
divided into six prizes, which were pulled for by as many 
classes of boats from the admiral’s barge down to the 
smallest dingy. The Lancaster took three prizes, the 
Galena two, and the Quinnebaug one, which were presented 
by Capt. Bancroft Gherardi with happy little speeches to the 
wioning crews, mustered on the quarter deck of the flagship. 
On the 13th the squadron (except the Quin-ebaug), sailed in 
company tor Gibralrar, ‘The latter ship made some repairs 
and overtook the others on the 15th. All arrived at Gib: altar 
on the following day, and were coaling on the 17th, to leave 
without delay for ports on the wesc coast of Africa, after 
which the flagship was expected to go to Lisbon, on her way 
to the north of Europe. 

Admuirai Nicholson reports as follows from off Gibraltar, 
May 17, 1882: ‘I have the honor to report the arrival here 
of this vessel, with the Nips’c, Quinnebaug, and Galena in 
company, three days from Port Mahon. Tue squadron left 
Villefranche on the 4th inst., arriving at Port Mahon on the 
6th, where the usual official visits and courtesies were ex- 
changed, the captain general granting permission for the 
crews of the vessels to be landed for drill. Accordingly one 
or more of the battalions were landed daily, and in addition 
there were also two brigade drills, The boats were daily 
mancuvred in fleet and squadron tactics. These drills have 
been not only interesting but highly instructive to the crews 
as well as to their officers. Ou the evening previous to sail- 
ing an impromptu boat race, in which all the boats of the 
squadron could take part, was arranged by the officers, and 
the programme as enclosed was carried out. Left Mahon on 
the 13th. During the passage the squadron was exercised in 
fleet tactics, and their capabilities as to steaming and sailing 
ascertained, as required by par. 14, page 26, Navy Regula- 
tions, As soon as the vessels are coaled I shall leave in 
squadron for Tangier and the other accessible ports of 
Morocco. After visiting Moyador the vessels will separate, 
the Lancaster proceediug to Lisbon, the Galena and Nipsic 
to Gibraltar, and the Quinnebaug to the Cauaries, and thence 
to Gibraltar, Almeria, Cartagena, Barcelons, Toulon, Tripoli, 
Malta, Syracuse, the ports of the Adriatic to Corfu, Messina, 
Leghorn, and thence to Villefranche. Tae Galena will pro 
ceed from Gibraltar along the northern coast of Africa, the 
coasts of Egypt and of Syria, theuce via Rhodes, Cephalonia, 
Zante, and Corfu, to the ports of the Adriatic, Messina, 
Leghorn, and Villefranche.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Wirs regard to the enforcement of the eight-hour law in 
the Navy-yards, the Attorney-General has written an opinion, 
taking the ground that the existing laws on the subject are 
conflicting and defective, and that further legislation is re- 
quired in order to effect the desired purpose. It is under- 
xtood that the President will send a special message to Con- 
gress on the subject. 

At a meeling of the New York Chamber of Commerce, 
held June 1, aneut the removal of the New York Navy-yard, 
resolutions as follows were unanimously adopted : Resolved, 
That in the opinion of this Chamber the proposed removal 
of the Brooklyn Navy-yard to another location would be in- 
compatible with the national interests and iuexpedient in a 
tinancial poiat of view ; and, Aeolved, That the improve- 
ment of the naval establishments of the country, with the 
view of fitting them for the building, maintenance, and re- 
pair of a modern armament, must precede the actual recon- 
struciion of our Navy; and further Jtesolved, That this 
Chamber urge upon Congress the necessity of an early and 
liberal appropriation of the money required for the inaugu- 
ration of such improvements at the Navy-yard in Brooklyn.

Apmrrat George H. Cooper reports to the Secretary of the 
Navy, uuder date of Juve 1, the death, by accident, of 
Richard Foley, ship’s cook, on the Enterprise, on May 21. 
Foley was assisting in takiuy in slack of the lee fore topsail 
halliards, in hoisting afier reefiug, when the hooks of the 
weather topsail tye spread and the vards came down on the 
rau, Foley holding ou the ice halli rds was thrown reveral 
feet in the air aud fell upou bis head, causivg injuries from 
which he died shortly afterwards. 

Tue Portsmouth, N. H., Gazette, of June 8, says: The 
Plymouth is to be repaired in the vacant ship-house near the 
shears at the Navy-yard. Preparations tor taking her un 
begun Thursday....Commodore Clark H. Wells comzand- 
ant of the Navy-yard, went with Mrs. Weils to Philadelphia 
Monday, to attead the marriage ceremonies of theix soo in 
that city....Cul.

LETTER FROM THE EUROPEAN SQUADRON. 


U. 8. 8. QuinnEBAUG, Rock or G1sRALTAR, } 
Spain, May 18, 1882. { 

My last communication announced the arrival of the Quin 
nebaug at Leghorn, Italy, on the 7th April. Leghorn is 
situated 70 miles to the southward of Genoa, in the province 
of Tuscany, on the northwest coast of Italy, and contains a 
population of nearly 100,000 persons, It is a well built 
modern city, but contains no remarkable buildings, or scarce- 
ly anything of interest to the tourist. The Corso, Vittoi 
Emmanuele, the principal street, containing many tempt- 
ing ehops, leads from the harbor to the spacious Piazzi 
@’Armi, in which the Cathedral and ‘own Hail are situated. 
It then proceeds tothe Piazza Carlo Alberto, which boasts 
of colossal statues of Ferdinand III. and Leopold IL., Dukes 
of Tuscany. Near the landing is a statue of the Grand 
Duke Ferdinand L., with four Turkish slaves in bronze, by 
Pietro Tacca. Thecity is intersected with canals, which 
connect with the famous river Arno, and large quantities of 
merchandize are brought into Leghorn through this channel. 
In the suburbs along the edge of the Mediterranean, are 
excellent drives and magnificent villas, parks and walks, 
bath-houses and band-stands, while it is estimated that ten 
thousand people from the interior yearly spend their summer 
months here. 

The harbor always presents a busy scene. The outer har- 
bor (Porto Nuovo) is protected from the sea by a masonry 
breakwater, constructed during the present century, three- 
quarters of a mile in length, of semi-circular shape, en- 
trances being at either end, upon which are erected light 
houses. From the top of this breakwater picturesque 
glimpses are obtained of the Mediterranean and the Islands 
of Elba Gorgana and Oapraja. The inner harbor (Porto 
Vecchio) is too shallow to admit of vessels of large tonnage, 
but it is always well filled with vessels loading with marble 
quarried from the Carrera mountains, which are plainly in 
view to the northward. 

The modern American street car (or tramway, as it is 
called in all Europe,) runs along the shore, turns into Vit- 
tori Emmanuele, and from thence to the railroad depot. It 
does not seem to be popular with many of the people, from 
the fact that hackmen and carriage drivers have lost a large 
share of their custom, and complain bitterly that the Street 
Car Company is getting rich, while the carriage drivers are 
unable to make aliving. Hence the ill-feeling which occa- 
sionally breaks out into open warfare, such as occurred on 
the evening of Easter Sunday, when a citizen having been 
run over and killed by a street car in a crowded thorough- 
fare, the populace threw the car from the track, smashed it 
to pieces, poured petroleum over it and set it in a blazs 
in the centre of the street. The military were called 
into requisition, but too late to stop the disturbance. For 
several weeks after this occurrence, four policemen with 
loaded revolvers accompanied each car the whole route, to 
protect the cars from the hands of the people. 

In 1808 Napoleon annexed Leghorn to his empire, and it 
became the capital of the French Department of the Medi- 
terranean. It was taken by Austria under General Aspie in 
1849, and fora long time afterwards was occupied by an 
Austrian garrison. In 1860 it came into United Italy, with 
the whole of Tuscany. , 

The railroad from Leghorn connects with Pisa, ten miles 
distant, and Florence, forty miles. Upon arriving at Pisa, 
a very old, walled city, situated inland to the northeast of 
Leghorn, we were beset with guides, hackmen and beggars, 
but discarding all proffers of service we walked through the 
city, crossed the River Arno by a beautiful, solid, white mar- 
ble bridge, and arrived at the square in which are situated 
the Cathedral, Leaning Tower, Baptistry and Campo Santo. 
The Cathedral, begun in 1063, is built in the form of a Latin 
cross, of white marble, and of an immense size ; the interier 
decorated with elegant carved woodwork, paintings, statu- 
ary, mosaic, etc.,and pendant from the ceiling is a cele- 
brated heavy bronze chandelier, to which we are indebted for 

nduloms to clocks, for the idea was takep from this chan- 

elier. which swings toand fro fora long period of time 
upon being moved, which is, of course, frequently done by 
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capped with a dome, and capable of holding 600 persons, be- 
gun in 1153 by Dioti Salvi. A small pulpit of marble.has on 
its six sides carvings representing scenes in the life of our 
Saviour. The pulpit itself, supported by four marble col- 
umns, which in turn rests on the backs of four marble lions, 
the whole an elegant piece of workmanship; but the Bapt- 
istry being cireular, is remarkable for its echo, considered 
the finest in the world. A few musical notes from the throat 
is heard away up in the dome for ssveral seconds, much 
resembling the peals from an orgsh. 

From tke Baptistry we sojourned to the Campo Santo, 
began in 1278, and filled with earth from the Holy Land. 
Here men of title and celebrity have mouldered away for 
hundreds of years, many elegant matble monhtimeiits denot 
ing their resting place, whilst the walls are covered with old 
paintings, intoresting only for the fearful scenes of hell, 
—- ete, which they depict. Leaving the Campo 

anto, n few paces brought us to the Leaning Tower, the 
most remarkable of its kind in the universe, built entirely of 
white marble, 180 feet high, begun in 1174 by William of 
Nuremberg and Buonanno of Pisa. There is little doubt but 
that this tower was originally built perpendicular for a bell 
tower in connection with the Cathedral, but the marshy soil 
deceived the calculations of the architect, for, having com- 
pleted a third part of his work, he perceived it had inclined 
from its perpendicular towards the city. It was then com- 
pleted at the same angle, the top now being fourteen feet out 
of plumb. A peal of bells are still hanging, but not tised. A 
stoue staircase winds to the top, which affords a delightful 
view of the city andthe windings of the beautiful Arno. 
Pisa is a very clean city, containing many fine ducal resi- 
dences and some good hotels. Amongst the latter I found 
one near the railroad depot bearing the name of the ‘* Wash- 
ington Hotel.” I found in the dining room a plaster cast of 
redoubtable ‘‘ George,” which began to remind me of home, 
and, expecting to see an American as proprietor, was sadly 
disappoiniei when I found all hands wore Itaiians, and not 
one word of the English language could they speak, 

They, however, served up a very fair dinner (including 
maccaroni, without which it would be incomplete), for three 
lire ahead, after which we returned to Leghorn and on 
board tired of sight-seeing. On the 2ist April the flags of 
the ship were at half-mast, and at noon 21 minute guns 
were fired by the flagship in memory of Rear-Admiral Spotts. 
On the 26th April the flags were again half-masted and 
minute guns fired in memory of Rear-Admiral Scott, Qn 
the 27th April the Lancaster, Galena, and the Quinnebaug 
got underway, sailing in company until arrival at Villa- 
franche the next morning, where we found the Nipsic, the 
remaining vessel of the squadron, at anchor. Orders were 
received to “‘ prepare for sea” as soon as possible, and boats 
from the fleet were hurried to the store-house for provisions 
and stores for a long cruise, as we are not expected to return 
for some months, 

On the 80th April Commander J. O. Kane was relieved 
from command of the Galena by Commander J. 
Bateheller. 

On the 2d May a seaman apprentice named W. B. Beck, 
who had been transferred from this vessel to the hospital at 
Villafranche, died of typhoid fever and was buried next day 
en shore, his late mess mates being the pall-bearers. He 
wees & native of Georgetown, D.C., and a young man of 
reat promise. 

On the 4th May the squadron left Villafranche, bound to 
Port Mahon, Island of Minorca, 275 miles distant, sailing in 
——: and executing fleet mancuvres en ronte, arriving 
at the iast named place on the 6th. The local authorities 
granted permission t> land the battalion of seamen and 
Marines under arms, and this was daily taken advantage of 
for the purpose of having battalion drill and dress parade on 
ehore, the men receiving great credit for their movements, 
which Were well executed. The fleet exercises being com- 
teted by noon of the 12th, the afternoon of that day was 
devoted to boat racing, prizes being offered to the winners 
by the officers of the squadron. Out of two 8 mile races into 
which the Quinnebaug’s boats entered, she came off victori- 
ous in one, her third cutter proving more than a match for 
the cutters from the other ships, and sustaining the reputa- 
tion she has hitherto enjoyed of being a ** fast boat.” 

The Island of Minorca, the second largest of the Balearic 
Isles, is about 35 miles long by 18 broad, belongs to the 
Spanish, and Port Mahon, its principal city and harbor, is 
prettily situated 3! miles from the Mediterranean, a narrow, 
Well fortified strait connecting the two. The climate is salu- 
brious, and the soil very fertile, producing vegetables, fruits, 
and flowers in abundance. The country is mountainous, and 
there are no railroads on the island. The streets of Mahon 
are exceedingly clean and well paved with Cobble stones. 
The houses are scrupulously neat and well whitewashed out- 
side, but gas is unknown, the streets being lit up with kero- 
sene lamps, which are extinguished at midnight, while the 
night watchman, carrying his staff and small oil lamp, call- 
ing the hours of the night, forcibly reminds one of what the 
good old times must have been in the 17th century. There 
ts but little shipping, and a large class of the people live by 
shoemaking, their manufactures being sent to Barcelona and 
other ports in Spain. 

On the 13th instant the four vessels of the squadron left 
Port Makon in company, passed Cape De Gata on the 15th, 
and arrived at Gibraltar on the 16th instant, two days ago. 
A salute was fired by the flagship upon onr arrival, returned 
feom the Victoria battery at the Rock, and we are now coaling 
ship preparatory to sailing to-morrow morning for the coast 
of Morocco and west coast of Africa. Fleet movements and 
naval tactics will probably occupy vur time for some weeks

THE ACCIDENT TO THE ALERT. 


On the 20th of April a court assembled on board the 
U. 8. 8. Alert to inquire into the circumstances attending the 
collision which had taken place two days previously between 
that vessel and the Jingei-kan—the steam yacht of his 
Majesty {he Emperor of Japan. This court was composed 
of Capt. Skerreft, of the U. S. 8. flagship Richmond, presi- 
dent, and Commanders Cotton and Mullan, of the U. 8. 8. 
Monocacy and Ashuelot ; Lieut. Buckingham acting as Judge- 
Advocate. 

Mr. Clason, one of the Masters of the Alert, stated that he 
was Officer of the deck from 8 to 12 on the night of the 18th 
April. When proceeding down the Kii channel numerous 
junks showing white lights were seen, and about 9.37 he 
sighted a green light ahead. He thought this strange vessel 
would, from the position she was then in, pass a quarter of 
@ mile or more to the starboard uf the Alert, and as the 
witness said, he *‘repeated to himself with a smile, ‘green 
to green, and red to red, perfect safety, go ahead.’” At 10 
o'clock Mr, Clason still saw the approaching steamer’s green 
light broad on the starboard bow of the Alert, and he turned 
to the port side to see he was keeping clear of some junks in 
that direction, Returning almost immediately to watch jhe 
steamer, he observed that she bad ported her helm, and her 
red light only was visible, Looking through & glaas be caw 
she wae still well on tho Alert’ gtarboard bow, aad gave dpe 
eo 


orders : “Starboard,” and then: ‘‘ Hard a starboard,” as 
quickly as he could utter the words; the steam whistle was 
also sounded twice. Shorily afterwards, in two minutes the 
witness said, the collision occurred. Mr. Clason hailed the 
stranger twice through a speaking-trumpet, but failed to 
elicit any response. In reply to questions put to him by the 
court, Mr. Clason detailed the steps taken on board the 
Alert after the aecident, and the perfect coolness which 
characterized both officers and men at this trying moment is 
well exemplified by a remark made by one of the sailors when 
the starboard battery was run over to the port side in order 
to list the vessel. Commenting on the celerity with which 
the task was accomplished, Mr. Clason overheard the man 
say: ‘‘If we gould do as well af general quarters we would 
beat everything.” The witness also said that he saw the 
starboard and masthead lights of the approaching steamer 
for at least half an hour before her helm was ported. 

Comdr. Kempff, who was the first witness examined, 
although for the sake of continuity in the narrative we have 
placed Mr, Clason before him, stated that he was awoke by 
the stopping of the Alert’s engines and the sounding of che 
steam whistle. He heard the order, *‘Starboard, hard at 
starboard,” and hastened on deck. He saw a steamer about 
60 or 100 feet off on the starboard bow, and almost imme- 
diately afterwards the collision took place. At the moment 
of contact the strange vessel was a little—from a point toa 
point and a half—abaft -the Aleri’s beam, and OComdr. 
Kenipff, who took charge upon coming on deck, ordered 
both vessels to be lashed together, in order that, if the Alert 
were sinking, her crew would have time to board the other 
vessel. It was quickly ascertained, however, that there was 
no immediate danger, and the lashinggwere cut adrift. but 
as the .Jingei backed off one of the American sailors employ- 
ed in that duty found himself unable to return to his own 
ship. This was fortunate, as the sequel will show, because 
his evidence discloses the subsequent proceedings of the 
Japanese vessel. Comdr. Kempff detailed to the court the 
prezantions taken on board the Alert with regard to her 
lights and lookout men, and passed a high but well deserved 
encomium upon his officers and men for their coolness and 
ape in the hour of danger. 

Cadet Midshipman Beale, who was in charge of the fore- 
castle when (the collision occurred ; Lieut.-Comdr. Folger, 
the executive officer of the Alert, and several other ‘officers 
corroborated the evidence of the previous witnesses in every 
essential particular, but for the reasons already given we are 
unable to do more than record the fact. 

Mr. Clason states that he hailed the Jingei twice through 
a trumpet, but could obtain no answer. Comdr. Kempff 
corroborates Mr. Clason, and adds: ‘‘ There was no offer of 
assistance made that I know of, or attempt to ascertain the 
damage done, either by hailing or lowering a boat.” Lieut.- 
Comdr. Folger has the same story to tell. He, too, hailed 
through the trumpet without eliciting an answer, The wit- 
nesses are unanimous also upon another matter of more im- 
portance in determining the amount of assistance the Jingei 
could possibly have rendered the shattered Alert, than the 
answering of a hail. Comdr. Kempff states that the 
Alert was steaming back to Kobe within fifteen minutes 
after the collision ; that he did not cee the other vessel fol- 
lowing, but next morning a steamer which was sighted about 
five or six miles astern proved subsequently to be the one 
the Alert had been in collision with the night before. He 
also testified that no attempt was made by the Jingei to as- 
certain the damage done to the Alert either by hailing or 
sending a boat. Lieut.-Comdr. Folger and Mr. Clason are 
equally clear upon this, the most unpleasant portion of the 
whole unfortunate occurrence. They both state that the 
Jingei backed slowly off, until first her hull was lost to view 
and only her lights visible ; she was then apparently station- 
ary, and they lost sight of her altogether until the following 
morning. 

The Alert’s seaman on board the Jingei under the corditions 
mentioned, after recounting how the Jinges backed off from 
the Alert, states that the Japanese officers had a boat lowered 
to examine if any damage had been done to their own vessel. 
Satisfied on the point, they proposed to send him back to the 
Alert, but by this'time the Alert was nowhere to be seen, and 
after the boat pulled about for a witile and spoke some fish- 
ermen, it returned to the Jingei, which then steamed away 
for Kobe. 

We mentioned the other day that the Japanese govern- 
ment had offered to pay the damages arising out of the col- 
lision, but that it would be premature to look upon the offer 
as an admission of error, having regard to the proverbial 
liberality of the native atithorities. ‘he court of inquiry has 
now, however, been held ; and aithough the finding is not at 
present public property, the evidence, which is, shows very 
clearly that the Japanese government were acting wisely in 
making the offer of payment. It is impossible, after reading 
the evidence, to conceive how any imputation of neglect can 
attach to Commander Kempff, or his officers. Nor can we 
avoid hamarding the opinion that, if the “rule of the road” 
applicable had been observed on board the Jingei-kan, the 
collision would never have occurred. 








INFORMATION AS TO THE NAVY. 


In the House of Representatives ou the 6th of June 
Mr. Hewitt, of New York submitted the following reso- 
lution, asking the Secretary of the Navy to furnish cer- 
tain information; which was referred to the Committee 
on Naval Affairs : 

Whereas the resolution of this House passed January 17, 1882, 
requested the Secretary of the Navy to report “ the name of each 
steamer in the Navy,and also the amount of money expended 
in each fiscal year under each bureau since July 1, 1865; the ag- 
gregate cost to October 1, 1881, for construction and repairs, 
steam engineering, equipment and recruiting since the vessel 
was built; the number of miles steamed by-each vessel as shown 
by logs since the vessel was built up to October 1, 1881; and 

Whereas in the several replies made by the Secretary of the 
Navy the amount of money so expended by each bureau is not 
given, but the expenditures made by the Bureau of Navigation, 
the Bureau of Yards and Decks, the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery, the Bureau of Provisions and Clothing are altogether 
omitted; and 

Whereas “the aggregate cost to October 1, 1881, for construc- 
tion and repair, steam engineering, equipment and recruiting 
since the vessel was built’ is nowhere iurnished in the intorma- 
tion transmitted; and 

Whereas in numerous instances the footing of the several items 
of expenditure given does not correspond with the total cost as 
stated in the report, produciug discrepancies which require ex- 
planation; as, for example, in the case of the steamer Pensacola, 
in which there is an unexplained diecrepaucy of $564,007.25; and 

Whereas the Secretary has net furnished the information in 
regard to the number of miles steamed by each vessel, “ be- 
cause,” as he says, “it would require the examination of all the 
log books of all the steamers in the Navy since they were putin 
commission, in some cases for a period of nearly forty years;’ 
— as appears by the reply of the Secretary] of he Navy, 
large sums of money have been expended for repairs upon vessels 
which have never been at sea, aud have never been in commis- 
sion: Therefore, 

Re it resolved, That the Secretary of the Navy he requested to 
gupply the information lacking upon the following points; 





thereon since July 1, 1865, under all bureaus, in separate col- 
umns, with a fair allowance for the value of all old and pew ma- 
terials belonging to the Government used in repairs, specifying 
the amount so expended under each Presidential administration 
since July 1, 1865, 
. Aclassified list of all the steamers in the Navy, speci- 
ying— 
1. Lhose which have never been at sea, or have only been 
towed when at sea, or have never been placed in commission; 
2. Those which have steamed Jess than 1,000 miles; 
3. Those which have steamed more than 1,000 and leas than 
5,000 miles; : 
4. Those which have steamed more than 5,000 and less than 
10,000 miles; 
5. Those which have steamed over 10,000 miles; 
as nearly as the same can be ascertained without materially de- 
laying the reply to this resolution. 
Third. A table giving the cost per ton of displacement of each 
steamer in the Navy, under the heads of ‘original cost” and 
“expenditures for repairs,” and also the cost per estimated 
horse-power of the engines of eacia vessel, under the same heads. 
And be it further resolved, That the Secretary of the Navy be re- 
quested to report whether any one of the Navy-yards belonging 
to the United States is prepared to undertake the construction 
of the largest of the steam-vessels described in the bill (H. BR. 
No. ——) for the reconstruction of the Navy, and if not, hew much 
time would be required to get one yard ready for the work, and 
the probab!e cost of such preparation, including tools and otber 
necessary appliances; and also whether there is any dry dock be- 
longing to the United States capable of receiving and docking 
such a vessel wheu built, and if not, what would be the probable 
y rer and money required for the building of a suitable dry- 
ock. 


In the House, June 1, Mr. Finley submitted the fol- 

lowing resolution (the substance of which we gave last 

pre which was referred to the Committee on Naval 
airs : 


Whereas the multiplication and enlargement of foreign markets 
for the surplus productions of the United States is essential to 
the commercial prosperity of the country ; and 

Whereas the accomplishment of this important end depeuds 
upon the reconstruction of our merchant marine: 

Be it therefore resolved, That the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs be, and they are hereby, instructed to inquire and report : 
first, as to the practicability and expediency of constructing iron 
or steel ocean steamers for commercial purposes upon such 
models and of such strength as that they may be readily con- 
verted into efficient ships of war when needed for such purpose; 
second, as to the practicability of so constructing such ships as to. 
admit of the speedy attachment of deflecting armor whenever 
they shall be needed as ships of war; third, as to the expediency 
of granting Government aid in the construction of such vessels 
to the extent of giving them a fair and just compensation for car- 
rying the mails to and from foreign countries upon the condition 
that they shall be built and owned exclusively by American citi- 
zens, under the direction of the Secretary of the Navy and trans- 
ferred to the Government of the United States at a reasonable 
price whenever needed as ships of war; and that the said commit- 
tee do report to the House their conclusions by bill or otherwise 
on the matters herein submitted at as early a date as is consist- 
ent with a due investigation thereof, 

Mr. Finley dwelt upon the importance of encouraging 
our mercantile marine as an auxiliary to Naval defence, 
the vessels to be built so as to be readily transformable 
into men-of-war. He referred to the plans for deflect- 
ing armor devised by Passed Asst. Engr. Clarke, of the 
Navy (already described in the JovrNatr), and said: 
‘* The deflecting power of this armor is such that unless 
by the roll of a ship (which is not likely to happen) the 
armor should present a surface at, or nearly at, right 
angles to the coming shot, the projectile would cer- 
tainly be defiected and rendered harmless, and this pro- 
tection extending so far below the water line would 
make it almost impossible to sink her. Now, Mr. 
Speaker, I am informed that the able and indefatigable 
Committee on Naval Affairs of this House are already 
carefully considering the advisability of attaching the 
‘ deflecting shields’ to the sbips of war, which public 
necessity and public opinion alike demand should be 
built in order to reconstruct our almost extinct Navy; 
and I submit it would be emphatically germane to their 
present investigation to make the examination impose 
by this resolution. Without going further into details 
respecting deflective armor, I shall content myself, at 
least for the present, by simply remarking that ‘if so 
unstable a substance as water will deflect a shot, (which 
everybody knows to be true,) it will take a very trifling 
thickness of steel, if properly disposed, to throw 
off the heaviest projectiles, and protect all that it 
covers.’” 

On Tuesday Mr. Rollins, of New Hampshire, a friend 
of Secretary Chandler, and representing in his action, 
it is understood, the administration’s policy and wishes, 
introduced a joint resolution in the Senate differing in 
details from that abeve quoted, but looking to the same 
objects. It is in these words: 

Resolved, etc., That the Secretary of the Treasury, the Secretary 
of the Navy and the Postmaster General, together with three Sen- 
ators and three Representatives in Congress, to be appointed by 
the Presiding Officers of the respective Houses, be, aud they are 
hereby, cofistituted a commiasion to inquire into the practica- 
bility and expediency of securing the construction in the United 
States of iron or steel ocean st s for ial purposes, on 
models and with such strength and speed that they may be read- 
ily converted into efficient ships of war when needed for such 
uses; and into the advisability of encouraging the construction 
of such vessels and their maintenance in regular steamship lines 
over the highways of ocoan commerce by paying e fair and just 
compensation for ogo J ths mails therein toand from foreign 
countries, upon the condition that they shall be built in the 
United States and owned exclusively by American citizens, under 
the supervision of the Government and subject to be taken by 
it ata reasonable price whenever needed as ships of war; said 
commission to report to Congress their couclusions on the mat- 
ters herein submitted at as early a day a3 is consistent with the 
due investigation thereof.

THE ARMY. 


Ture are few evils inour govermental system which 
are wholly without compensation, or, to speak more 
accurately, which cannot be turned to some account. 
The smal! size of the Army is a frequent and just cause 
of complaint, not only by those who personally suffer 
from its inconveniences, but by statesmen, who feel 
that a great and needless risk isthus run. Yet this pe- 
culiarity of our service ought to be taken advantage of 
by the Army itself. Here is a nation of fifty million 
souls, with more than the average proportion, thanks 
to immigration, of able-bodied young men. Out of 
these it is required to pick not a million soldiers, as in 
Germany or France or Russia, or a quarter of a mil- 
lion, as in several European countries having a smaller 
population than our own, but only 25,000 enlisted men 
We can give them as high pay and as many other in- 
ducements as any foreign power. It is obvious, then, 
that our service ought to be, not merely equal to any 
other, but immeasurably above any, and the admiration 
and the exemplar of all. The whole United States 
Army ought to be a corps @élite, and to be looked at 
with envy by the military officers of ali nations, as the 
type of what can be accomplished where no_ necessity 
of maintaining a vast bulk of troops intervenes to 
prevent the perfection of a small body in all conceiv- 
able details. 

Why is it that the facts do not accord with this hy- 
pothesis? We havea fine Army—none surpassing it, 
or probably equalling it, of its size, on the globe. But 
there is not that acknowledged and peerless excellence 
which should result from the conditions already spoken 
of, namely, one of the greatest, most virile, most 
composite, and most energetic populations in Christen- 
dom, with only a little Army to pick out and sustain. 
Our Army ought to be really the very flower of Ameri- 
can citizens, and the glory of the nation. Why are the 
existing facts so far short of this standard? It cannot 
be said that the result is due to the niggardliness of Con. 
gress in making appropriations, because, with all the 
indifference of that body to Army interests, it must be 
admitted that, considering the size of our Army, the 
percentage of money expended on it annually compares 
very favorably with that of foreign services. The true 
reason unquestionably is that the Service is not made 
what it should be to the enlisted man—in its comforts 
while it lasts, in its prospects of advancement and 
honor, and in its assurauces of care and generous pro- 
vision in old age. There is no need of anxiety abont 
the commissioned officers, for they already form a well 
educated and picked body, whose equal it would be 
hard to find anywhere. But what is specially needed 
is to make the service of the men in the ranks so at- 
tractive to American youth that there will be rush for 
enlistments among the dest possible recruits. 

The Old World notions, prevaleat a century or two 
ago, with regard to the soldier’s profession, are not 
suited to these times and our land. Inthe days of the 
Great Frederick the crimp was about, decoying sta). 
wart fellows into the military service, or pouncing upon 
them with a guard, carrying them off by main force. 
The chance of plunder and of sacking captured towng 
was considered a fine motive to hold cut for service. But 
in our day it is known that a soldier may be an upright 
and self-respecting man, with high views and a charac- 
ter beyond reproach; that he need not be a reckless 
scapegrace in order to show the greatest galiantry in the 
field, nor a man wholly destitute of ties of home and 
kindred, in order to make him faithful to his calling. 

The first basis for improvement in the general condi. 
tion of the army must be with the non-commissioned 
officer. For there is no recruit that enters the ranks 
who may not and does not expect in time to weer the 
chevrons. Sincethis, then, is the one goal thatall aspire 
to, it should be made worthy of their winning and keep- 
ing. Non-commissioned officers should not be broken 
at the idle caprice of their superiors. It is extraordi- 
nary how many instances there are of sergeants and 
corporals being reduced after havirg obtained their 
promotions. It would seem that there is too little in- 
ducement held out for them to care to keep what they 
have gained. Then the pay of non-commissioned oili- 
cers should be increased. In these days of changed 
tactics, when portions of companies in action or on the 
march are often under the exclusive, immediate con- 
trol of non-commissioned officers, it is obvious that the 
responsibilities of the latter are far greater than in ihe 
old days of combat in masses andincolumns. The 
Germans recognize this change in the duties of the 
non-commissioned officer since the adoption of skirmish 
tactics, and have increased his pay and emoluments. 
Above all, there is need of a retired list for non-com- 
missioned officers, in order that they may look forward 
to a permanent profession, and that men of experience 
and worth may be encouraged to enlist and re-enlist, 
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and to give the Army the benefit of their entire active 
lives. A correspondent, in another column, dwells on 
this and other points, and we may add that there is now 
a bill pending in Congress for the creation of such 
retired list, though we fear ‘it will not be reached this 
session. 

As for the private soldier, it is clear that much more 
could be done to render his life attractive while en- 
hancing his soldierly spirit. The law forbidding the 
use of the private soldier as a domestic servant should 
be strictly enforced; for nothing is more calculated to 
take all the ambition from the recruit and to make him 
resolve to do as little as possible during his term 
of enlistment than to find himself turned into a 
lackey. As far as possille, also, the work of building 
permanent works should, not be thrown on soldiers, 
though of course in time of war a soldier is only too 
glad to intrench. The life in camp and barracks could 
also be largely improved by the addition of comforts 
which would decrease the tendency to desert, while not 
rendering the soldier less fitted for his harder life in the 
field. With such‘jimprovements, and <he opening of 
better prospects of commissions to the non-commissioned 
officers and to privates, we should, no doubt, find 
a surplus of good material for the Army among Ameri- 
can youth. There has been a gradual tendency to im- 
provement; in some of these particulars under the ad- 
ministration of the Adjutant General’s Office by General 
Drum, and we hope to see this improvement continued. 








THE HEAVY ORDNANCE BOARD. 


In the Jovrnat of last week we gave, in a carefully 
prepared and intelligible form, the report of the Board 
on Heavy Ordnance and Projectiles—the full document, 
with its addenda, occupying many pages. The session 
of the Board was prolonged with frequent adjournments 
through many months; but while this was a disad- 
vantage so far as concerns any action on the Report by 
Congress at the present session, it will perhaps give the 
document an air of greater deliberation. 

The desire of the Board for high power and its pre- 
dilection for wire guns areobvious. The accompanying 
table, which at some pains we have picked ont and 


classified, will exhibit cleatly and in a simple form to 
the reader the results of the Board’s deliberation. 

Taken as a whole, we have no doubt that the Board's 
report will give general satisfaction, though the advo- 
cates of cast iron pure and simple would have been 
better pleased if, added to the French, Italian and all 
steel guns, there had been one of cast iron, that we 
may learn how much the steel strengthens the cast 
iron, and whether it does so most when inside or out 
side. We understand that upon the question whether 
a 12-inch, cast iron, breech-loading rifle should be tested, 
the Board was divided, the two ordnance officers, Col. 
Buffington and Maj. Parker, voting in the affirmative, 
and placing upon record certsin reasons, in effect as 
follows: That the experiment would not be costly, and 
an improved method of casting is claimed to remove 
certain inherent weaknesses due to injurious shrinkage 
strains ; that the improvements in powder and projec- 
tiles have been such that modern ordnance is no longer 
subject to the abnormal strains and injurious effects 
imposed upon earlier guns; that only by an actual test 
under the improved conditions of modern practice can 
the true merits of cast iron asa material for guns be 
determined; that the trial of a heavy cast iron gun will 
furnish uscful information in regard to all gun structures 
involving the use of cast iron in combiration with other 
metals. 

Mr. Hunt’s preference for a programme was four 
12-inch cast-iron guns: one, pure and simple; a second, 
with steel outside; a third, with steel inside; a fourth, 
with steel outsideand inside, though this was not urged 
strongly. In addition, he proposed an all-steel gun, 
preferably an 8-inch, and a cast-iron reinforced with 
wire as alternative with his cast-iron with steel outside. 
The’ Board, however, selected of these the steel gun, 
but preferring a 10-inch calibre for it. The French, 
Italian and Spanish plans, and the wire and the steel 
guns, all had large authority for their adoption, and 
since many insisted on a lack of strength in a pure cast- 
iron gun, not reinforced, in view of former tests, it was 
not recommended. It is possible, also, that, when the 
Board found before them designs for reinforcing guns 
with a material (steel wire) procurable in this country, 
proposed by the advocates of cast-iron themselves, this 
may have helped to turn the scale against the cast-iron 
gun not reinforced. 

Nevertheless, taking the programme just as it stands, 
we may express the belief that it is certain to give the 
country a great deal of most useful information. If this 
information should not be complete, as it is likely not to 

be, it can in due time be supplemented. But it will be 


a great gain to reach the important results that must 
thus be reached under the Board’s action. We can, 
therefore, congratulate the Board on the results of their 
labors, and we shall look with great confidence to the 
results likely to flow from it.

COMPULSORY RETIREMENT. 


Tue Senate on Tuesday finally passed the Army Ap- 
propriation bill, but it made an amendment in the clause 
providing for compulsory retirement as well as other 
changes, which will necessitate a committee of confer- 
ence. It is settled, as well as anything can be, in ad- 
vance, that compulsory retirement will be adopted, but 
whether the age settled upon will be 64 years, as the 
Senate proposes, or 62 years, as fixed by the House, is 
yet in doubt. We have heretofore given the names of 
those officers who would be retired from active service 
July 1, 1882, should the 62 years clause become law. 
The folowing is a list of those officers who would be 
retired during the present year, 1882, should the 64 
years’ clause go into effect: Major Gen. McDowell, 
Surgeon General Barnes, Surgeon Cuyler, Surgeon 
King, Surgeon Simmons, Paymaster N. Vedder, Pay- 
master R. D. Clarke, Paymaster E. H. Brooke, Colonel] 
H. W. Benham, Engrs.; Col. J. N. Macomb, Engrs. ; 
Lieut. Col. De Russy, 3d Artillery; Chaplain Chase, 
Chap'ain Woart, M. 8. K., R. M. Potter, J. Livers, E. 
Ingersoll, W. R. Shoemaker, B. H. Gilbreth, E. D. 
Ellsworth, and F. Whyte. 

The retirement of the military storekeepers and ord- 
nance storekeepers mentioned, would cause no promo- 
tion, as under the present law these offices lapse when 
vacated by the present incumbents. 

Some of the grave and reverend Senators appear to 
be ina very confused state of mind as to the law of 
retirement in other countries. For their benefit we re- 
print here that part of the English warrant, isused July, 


1881, which governs retirement in the English army : 

CAlicers will either be on the active list or on the reti:sd list. 
The active list will comprise two classes: Officers on full pay 
and officers on half pay, liable for active service. There will cease 
to be permanent half pay. 

The rank of 2d lieutenant will be abolished, but lieutenants, 
tor the first \liree years of their service, will have the preseut pay 
ot 2d lieutevants. 

There wil' t:}: alimit of age in every rank, at which an officer 
will be required to retire from the Army. 

A lieutenant or a captain who does not receive half pay promo- 
tion must retire (except in the Engineers) at 40; a major at 48, a 
lieutenant colonel or a colonel at 55, a major gener&l at 62, a lieu- 
tenant general or a general at 67. The only exception (normal) 
to retirement at 55 years of age will be the case of an officer em- 
ployed before the enemy; and while so retained he will continue 
eligible for promotion. Retirement on account of age will be 
governed by Army rank. 

In addition to compulsory retirement for age, continuous non- 
employment will also involve compulsory retirement; a major, 
after 3 years, a lieutenant colonel or colonel after 5 years, general 
officer, after 5 years, subsequent to promotion to major general, 
or before the expiration of 5 years if 7 years have elapsed since his 
employment ae colonel. 

An officer unfit for service in any rank may be immediately re- 
tired. 

Employment as governor and commander-in-chief of a colony 
will exempt from retirement, and employment as equerry to the 
Sovereign or Prince of Wales will exempt in any rauk below ma- 
jor general. 

A major completing 7 years regimental service, or 5 years staff 
service will be promoted, as a matter of course, to be a half-pay 
lieutenant colonel, and may be afterwards selected for regimental 
staff service in that rank. 

A lieutenant colonel, after 5 years’ actual service, will become 
a colonel, and will be eligible for employment during five years, 
or until the age of 55; when, if he is not promoted to mujor gen- 
eral, retirement will be compulsory. 

A lieutenant colonel will, in all arms, become a colonel after 4 
yoars’ service as such; but he will have to serve 5 years from the 
tin e he became lieutenant colonel in the Ord Oorps, or on 
the staff,and four years in actual command, or 6 years in all in 
the Cavalry or Infantry before becoming entitled to a colonel’s 
retired pay. 

When a vacancy shall occur in the list of maj. gens. to be filled 
by acolonel of any arm, the Commander-in-Chief may recommend 
to the Secretary of State any qualified colonel of that arm whom 
he considers that it will be for the benefit of the public service 
to promote in such vacancy, without reference to seniority. In 
the absence of such recommendation, the senior colonel of the 
arm will be promoted; provided, that in the opinion of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, he be an officer competent to command in the 
field. Asarule, promotion toa lieutenant general and general 
will be by seniority. 

Voluntary retirement will be governed by length of full pay 
service and by rank, up to the rank of major, upon gratuities 
ranging from six to ten thousand dollars; above the rank of cap- 
tain, upon pensions of from one to five thousand dollars per year. 

Field marshals are appointed for life. 

In the Royal Engineers there will be an establishment for each 
rank, which, as regards the 1anks above captain, will represent 
the minimum number in these ranks; but promotion will take 
place in excess of such numbers if the establishment fail to pro- 
mote captains to be majors after 20 years’ service, or lieutenants 
to be captains after 12 years’ service. For majors and lieutenant 
colonels the same rules will apply as in other arms. 

The establishment of general officers on the active list will be 
140 for all arms, viz : 
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The number of 6 field-marshals is the maximum on the paid es- 
tablishment, Titular colonelcies of regiments will still be main- 
tained as honorary distinctions. 


Astep of honorary rank, tenable while serving or on retire- 
ment, will be given as follows: Lieutenant colovel or major of 
militia, yeomaury or volunteers, after commissioned service of 25 
years ; captain of ditto, 20 years. 

It will be noticed that the greatest age is 67, and not 
70, as Mr. Maxey claimed. But it must be borne in 
mind that the grades of general and lieutenant-general 
are generaily mere sinecures, and the officers of the 
active service army terminate with the grade of major- 
general who are retired at the age of 62. In fact, the 
officers upon whom the whole efficiency of the English 
army may be said to depeud are the colonels, lieutenant- 
colonels, and the company officers, retired respectively 
at 55 and 40 years of age. 

«= Jt is almost the universal practice in the British ser- 
vice, when a body of troops is of sufficient importance 
to require a general officer or officers in command, to 
promote sume colonel, or below that grade, as is so 
recently provided, and send him, thus securing generals 
in command in the field at least under 55 years of age. 
For war service any officer, at the will of the sovereign, 
can be promoted for command. “+ 








ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


THe Army Appropriation bill finally passed the 
Senate on Tuesdayand is now in the hands of the House 
Appropriation Committee who refuse concurrence in 
the amendments made by the Senate. The committee 
will report back to the House to that effect, and will 
request that a conference committee of three be ap- 
pointed to consult with a similar committee of the 
Senate. Representatives Henderson, Butterworth, and 
Ellis will probably constitute the committee from the 
House. Who will be designated by the Senate besides 
Logan it would not be safe to predict. A good deal of 
pressure is brouglt to bear by a number of prominent 
Army officia’s against the 64 year amendment made by 
the Senate, and this point will probably be yielded. Mr, 
Lincoln has been noticed on the floor of the Honse in 
consultation with members of the Appropriatian Com- 
mittee for the past two days, indicating that he shows 
some interest in the final action on the retirement 
measure. It is said that he has expressed himself as 
being in favor of 62 years as the standard time for re- 
tirement. Various speculations are being made in 
Army circles as to what conclusions Congress wil) 
finally come to on this highly importsat and long pend- 
ing subject. What the result will be of course cannot 
be definitely asserted, but from the present outlook it is 
more than probable that the conference committees 
will adopt the retirement provision practically as it 
came from the House. As it passed the Senate it was 
in the following form : 

And provided further, That on after the last day of 
December, 1882, when an officer has served forty years 
either as an officer or soldier in the regular or volunteer 
service, or both, he shall, if he makes application there- 
for to the President, be retired from active service and 
placed on the retired list, and, on and after the afore- 
said date, when ar officer is sixty-four years of age, he 
shall be retired from active service and placed on the 
retired list. 

Previded further, That the General of the Army when 
retired, shall be retired without reduction in his current 
pay and allowances. 

Thesection inthe Army Appropriation bill as it passed 
the Senate concerning longevity pay reads as follows: 
‘Provided, That from and after the pnssage of this act 
the ten per cent. increase for length of service allowed 
to certain officers by sec. 1262 of the Rev. Stat. shall 
be computed on the yearly pay of the grade fixed by 
sec. 1261 of Rev. Stat.” 

This was substituted for the following, which was 
stricken out ,and should have been printed in italics 
in our report of last week to indicate the fact: ‘‘ Pro- 
vided, That in computing the length of service for addi- 
tional pay the time of service on the retired list shall in 
no case be computed, nor shall any additional pay be 
aliowed for such service.” 

On motion of Mr. Bayard the motion was taken sepa- 
rately on the clause providing for voluntary and that 
for involuntry retirement. He moved to make the age 
for involuntary retirement sixty-five, which in the bill 
as. reported was sixty-two, but subsequently mudified 
this to sixty-four, his reason being, as he explained, 
that ‘‘more persons will agree to that.” So 64 was 
adopted by a vote of 28 yeas to 22 nays. 

Their being some question as to what was meant by 
‘*full pay,” the words ‘‘on full pay” as applied to the 
retirement of the general were changed on motion by 
Mr. Logan to ‘‘ without reduction in his current pay 
and allowances,” this being as nearly as possible the 
language by the act retiring Gen. Scott upon which a 
construction has been given. 

Mr. Anthony moved to amend by adding ‘but the 
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except upon their own application,” but withdrew this 
n favor of the following offered by Mr. Butler : 

But the provisions for compulsory retirement in this 
act shall not apply to Gen. Sherman, Lieut.-Gen. Sheri- 
dan, Maj.-Gen. Hancock, Maj.-Gen. Howard, and 
Brig.-Gen. Terry, until they shall have reached the 
age of seventy years, respectively, they having received 
the thanks of Congress by name. 

Gen. Terry’s name was not included in the resolution 
as first offered, but was added by the mover on the 
suggestion of Mr. Hawley and the words in italics 
added. Jt being discovered that Howard was a briya- 
dier and not a major-general the resolution was altered 
accordingly and then voted down, there being but 9 
yeas to 45 nays. Mr. Maxey’s motion to strike out all 
about retirement was lost by a vote of 13 yeas to 39 
nays. Atasubscquent stage Mr. Davis, of W. Virginia, 
moved to except the general. Mr. Hale moved to 
amend this motion by adding the lieutenant-general, 
and this amendment was made by a vote of 29 yeas and 
24 nays, and the motion as amended was lost by a vote 
of 19 yeas to 33 nays. The following offered by Mr. 
Maxey was agreed to: 

Provided further, That the provisions of this act shall 
not apply to the professors of the Military Academy, 
and that section 124 as to them remain in force. 

The other amendments of the Committee on Appro- 

iations were agreed to, with the following exceptions: 

he appropraition for the Army Medical Museum was 
allowed to stand as in the House bill, viz., $10,000, 
Mr. Logan explaining that there had been a mistake 
as tothat. The additional proviso relating to the pur- 
chase of subsistence stores for the Army was altered to 
read as follows: ‘‘ That the cost price of each article 
shall be understood in all cases of sales to be the invoice 
rice of the lart lot of that variety of article received 
y the officer by whom the sale is made prior to the 
first day of the month in which the sale is made.” 
$10,000 was added for ammunition, tents, and materials 
for target practice, Mr. Logan accepting Mr. Hawley’s 
suggestion that this amouut shall be given in lieu of the 
$100,000 provided in the House bill. Mr. Logan moved 
to insert, ‘‘ and,” before the word ‘‘ machine” and after 
it, and to strike out the words, ‘‘ and mountain,” so as to 
: ‘**For horse equipments for cavalry, harness for 
field and machine guns, and for cavalry forge carts, 
$30,000." This was adopted, Mr. Logan explaining 
that he looked ‘‘at this thing of mountain guns to fight 
Indians, carrying the gunson mules, as the most absurd 
proposition ever advanced in war,” and that all the offi- 
cers he had talked with agreed upon the matter. 

After the clause appropriating $10,000 for the testing 
machine, the following was added, on motion of Mr. 
Hawley : 

And provided further, That in making tests for private 
citizens the officer in charge may require payment in ad- 
vance, and may use the fund sv received in making such 
private tests, making full report to the Chief of Ordnance, 

Mr. Plumb moved to add this as a new section, but 
it was ruled out on a point of order as new legislation 
not allowable in an appropriation bill : 

That the President of the United States may, whenever, in 
his judgment, the exigencies of the frontier service require it, 
cause not to exceed 1,000 enlisted men to be added to the 
Army, to servo during such exigency, not longer that one 
year: Provided, The maximum strength of the Army shall 
uot at any time exceed 26,000 men. And the sum of $100,- 
000, or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby ap- 
propriated for the payment of the men so enlisted. 

On the final passage of the bill the vote stood 32 yeas 
to 11 nays, Messrs. Anthony, Call, Camden, Conger, 
George, Hill (of Colorado), Jacksun, Maxey, Pendleton, 
Vance, Van Wyck voting against it. 


We gave a portion of the debate on the retirement 
clause last week ; to report it entire would leave us room 
for nothing else. Mr. Maxey, who was the chief oppo- 
nent of compulsory retirement in any form, said: 
Mr. President, in the course of my reading I 
have looked somewhat into rs and I find 
that Hannibal was a young man, Julius Cresar was 
@ young man, so was Napoleon Bonapuarte, when their 

t reputations were won ; but none of those men got 
their rank by the benefit of a retired list. Napoleon 
Bonaparte was a sub-lieutenant in the French army 
during the great revolution, aud by his own genius he 
sprang to the front and became the commander of that 
army, not by having the heads of the men above him 
cut off. Julius Cesar became the commander of the 
armies of Rome not because he had the heads of those 
above him cut off but by reason of his exalted military 
genius. Hannibal was the great leader of the Cartha- 

nians, a born general. None of those men had to 
ve a retired list to he)p them. 

One would suppose, and it has been stated substan. 
ry ke that an old man never won Lattles, and that 
al great battles have been fought by young men. 
Tuere may be sets of history in the world, for I have 
not read all of them by a great many. If I have read 
the Franco. ian war aright, it was the brains, the 
scientific attainments, the consummate military genius 
of Von Moltke that overthrew Louis Napoleon. 

Referring to his experience in the war with Mexice, 
Mr. Maxey cited the case of ‘‘Old Zach” Taylor, saying: 
He commanded in the battles of Palo Alto, that of Resaca 
de la Palma, aad directed the defence of Fort Brown, 
the attack of Monterey on the 21st, 22d, and 23d of 
September, and on the next day, the 24th, he was sixty- 
two years old. Strange that he had the brain power, 
the will power, and the genius to have won that great 
battle. Pass then to Buena Vista in February follow- 
ing, = = — + — pear Taylor which for bull- 

and tenacity of pur is unsurpassed 
when with a little over 5,000 men he fought the very 
Of the Mexican army of over 20,000 men and War 


der their best and bravest leader, Santa Ana. Zachary 
Taylor in February, 1847, was over sixty-two years of 
age, but according to this theory he was nnfit to com- 
mand troops, and yet he won that great battle of Buena 
Vista, which shed imperishabie renown upon him, his 
gallant Army, and the American flag. 

You may go to Suwarrow; you may go to the battles 
of Marlborough, and his last battles were his best bat- 
tles; you may go to Prince Eugene, and his last battles 
were his best battles. 

Who, I ask, when the late war broke out would have 
thought that Ulysses 8. Grant at Galena was the man 
who would commaud great armies? Who would have 
thought that modest, unassuming, retiring professor at 
Lexington, Virginia, Stonewall Jackson, would have 
proven to be the most brilliant genius, the man of the 
grandest dash and quickest conception on either side in 
the war? Sir, time, circumstances, occasion bring out 
who is to command armies, and it makes no difference 
whether he is in the Army or out of it the right man 
will be brought out. 

Mr. Logan—Will the Senator allow me to ask him a 
question right there? 

Mr. Maxey—With pleasure. 

Mr. Logan—I do not want to break the thread of the 
Senator’s discourse, but as he is speaking of the men 
who commanded the armies on the other side, I wish 
to ask him if he knows of any selection that was made 
of any man over sixty-two years old to command any 
army or corps in the Confederate service ? 

Mr. Maxey—I do not know of a case of that kind, 
and I will tell youwby. So far as the South is con- 
cerned, the people in that region of country looked to 
the men who had won their spurs in Mexico, and in 
almost every instance a division, and from a division 
up to a corps, when formed was placed in the hands of 
men who had become experienced there, and it so hap- 
pened that the men sent to Mexico from the South dur- 
ing the war with Mexico were young men, and-the 
result 1s as I have stated. 

Mr. Maxey cited various cases to show how men re- 
tained their powers up to old age. Among these was 
Chancellor Kent, and Mr. Logan interrupted to ask how 
he would have got along riding at the head of an army, 
Mr. Maxey replied : 

When we get toa time when we have to ride at the 
head of an army I will say to the Senator from Illinois 
then it will be time to talk about your retired list. 
‘Sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof.” I trust 
and hope in God that the youngest man now in the 
Army will be on the retired list, if one is passed, 
and over sixty-two before we have any occasion to 
meet an enemy in battle array. Referring to the general 
officers, he said : 

These men are performing simple duties, attending 
to the machinery of the military organization, nothing 
more. Now, take for example General Wright, the 
Chief of Engineers, a man whose educated brain so well 
controls the great fortifications and the improvements 
of the rivers and harbors of this country. Will any 
one tell me that that man, although he has passed the 
age of sixty-two a few day—he is a litttle over 
sixty-two years of age—is not physically and mentally 
a3 qualified for duty and to head the great Engineer 
Bareau as he ever was? Who can fill his place? Take 
the head of the Inspector-General’s Department Gene- 
ral Sacket. Let any man look at Sacket. I venture to 
say that Sacket to day can outrun, outjump, or beat iu 
a square fight nineteen-twentieths of the young officers 
of the Army; but according to this theory, he reaches 
sixty-two, which will be soon, he must necessarily be 
old, decrepit, ond physically unfit for service ; and yet 
he is a splendid officer. The whole theory is non- 


sense. 

In reply to Mr. Maxey Mr. Logan said: 

As I said the other day, under the retirement bill 
passed here a few sessions of Congress ago there were 
thirty-three heutenants retired, young men who were 
mostly only suffering from temporary ailments, who are 
to-day many of them as wellas they ever were, but 
they were retired. Why? Tolet those men remain 
who were sixty-five years old, or sixty-eight years old, 
and, as I said the other day, the very law that you have 
on the statute-book that does not require you to retire 
men at a certain age puts it in the power of a board to 
retire young men in the Army who are fit for the Army 
and keep the old men in the Army who are unfit for 
the Army. 

There has been some question raised here about ages. 
I asserted the other day that no great war had ever been 
fought, according to my reading of history, where the 
men who commanded the armies were not young men ; 
and I shall now put on the record the proof that I was 
correct in that statement. I make the assertion that in 
the French army, in the Prussian army, in the English 
army, in the armies of the United States, there never 
has been a great war where the armies were commanded 
by old men at the start that those armies were not 
whipped and destroyed, and in order to make the 
armies efficient they had to retire the old men and have 
the armies commanded by younger men. Gentlemen 
who are conversant with history know that at one of 
the battles where Napoleon was opposed by old men 
they were whipped out of existence almost, and the 
armies had to be reorganized, and he had no man in his 
army who was over forty years old commanding a corps 
or having a command that amounted to any thing. 

I presume nearly every man here will admit that the 
British army is a good army. How do they retire their 
officers? Some Senators have said to me privately that 
there was no retirement in the British army. Let me 
read: In the British army a captain retires at forty 
years, a major at forty eight, a lieutenant-colonel and 
colonel at fifty-five, the general officers at sixty-two. 

Mr. Bayard—Voluntary retirement ? 

Mr. Logan—No, sir; compulsory retirement in the 
British army. They retire their captains at forty, their 
Neutenant-colonels and colonels at iifty-five, thelr gen- 
ere! ofoers at sixty-two, 








Mr. Butler—First lieutenants at thirty-five. 

Mr. Logan—Yes, I believe first lieutenants at thirty- 
five. One of the Senators the other day said that pro- 
motion in the Frerich army was not made by cutting off 
heads. ‘That was very well said, but if the Senator un- 
derstands the organization of the French army, and 
doubtless he does, he knows that appointments and 
promotions in the French army until recently were 
made not by seniority, as in our Army, but by designa- 
tion or selection. In our Army we provide by law for 
promotion by seniority, and in fact it applies to every 
department of the Army. Inthe Ordnance Corps when 
the heads of the corps is retired the next man is pro. 
moted, and from that down to the lieutenant they go up 
by gradual promotion. One steps out and the next one 
stepsin. So it is in the Commissary Department, so it 
is in the Pay Department, in the Quartermaster’s De- 
pariment, and in every other department of our Army 
and in the line. You have a law to-day that up to the 
rank of colonel you cannot interfere ; the next man is 
entitled to the promotion. So the law of our Army 
fixes promotion according to the commission or the 
time of appointment in the Army, and not by designa- 
tion, and that is the differehce between ours and the 
French army. There by designation the appointments 
are made. We are told that Napoleon did not acquire 
his spurs by cutting off the heads of others. 

But take the Prussian army and you find that in the 
Prussian army—one of the best armies in the world— 
retirement up to a certain grade is at a certain age. 
When you go higher than that, any retirement in the 
Prussian army is made by the mere breath of the Em- 
peror; the retirement isin his power; he retires and 
promotes at his will. So all the armies in the world 
that are based upon what we understand as the rule of 
retirement and promotion made by law are precisely 
what we propose in this bill here. Now, I desire to 
call the attention of Senators to the number of officers 
that are to-day in the Army of the United States whom 
I do not say ought to be retired, but who under this 
bill as proposed will be retired. They run from sixty- 
two up to seventy, and quite a number of them are 
seventy years of age. Why have not these men who 
are seventy years of age been retired? ; 

Why, he further said, ‘“‘should not Gen. Schofield, 
who ranks Terry, who was a brave general, receive the 
thanks of Congress? He had a larger command than 
Terry, end was just as brave a man; and why was it 
that he did not receive the thanks of Congress? I will 
not say. I will state, however, that while Gen. Scho- 
field and I were moving from Atlantaaround to another 
position, one of my division commanders came to Wash- 
ington city and was promoted a major-general without 
recommendation; and he marched to the House of 
Representatives, where he was invited to stand, and 
there received the thanks of Congress. I could give a 
number of instances of the kind.” 

I say to Senators to-day that if it was left to me and 
this retirement was made I would not abolish that law ; 
but wonld put General Sheridan where his rank puts 
him, and I would put the next ranking officer, General 
Hancock, in the next place, and so with the next rank- 
ing officer, as gallant a man, as gallant an officer. That 
is what I would do. I would not make this invidious 
distinction between men who have all won their spurs, 
one equally with another, merely because one happen- 
ed to have a larger command than another. 

As tothe command of the Army he said: ‘Is not 
that a proad position? Is not that that a position any 
man would desire? The lieutenant who goes into his 
company expects to be a captain after a while, and the 
man who serves in the Army as a major-general always 
looks forward to the time when he shall command the 
Army.” 








WE regret to learn that the mission of Commodore 
Robert W. Shufeldt to China has not realized expecta- 
tion. He did not receive his appointment direct from 
the Emperor, but, as we explained at the time, from 
one of the Mandarins, and he has been made a victim 
of the jealousies excited among the English, who are 
very good of iate at sending us sweet messages, but are 
not disposed to allow us any advantage when it comes 
to matters of business or diplomacy. Following the 
cancelling of his appointment, the Commodore wrote to 
Senator Sargent, of California, a letter not altogether 
complimentary to the Chinese. This letter found its 
way into print, and we quoted a portion of it. It being 
understood that Admiral Clitz was not indisposed to re- 
turn home, a telegram was sent from China suggesting 
that he be detached and Commodore Shufeldt ordered 
to the command of the Asiatic Station. To this the 
Secretary of the Navy replied by s2nding a copy of 
Commodore Shufeldt’s letter to Senator Sargent and 
asking him for an explanation. Though the position of 
Commodore Shufeldt was nominally that of naval 
attaché to our legation, his real mission was to assist in 
the reorganization of the Chinese navy, for which he 
was to receive a salary of $15,000. The Chinese could 
not have made a more excellent choice for this purpose, 
and it is to be regretted that English intrigue has inter- 
fered with the arrangement—that is so far as the Chi- 
nese are concerned, but we really cannot see what the 
United States is to gain from an increase in the aggres- 
sive possibilities of the Celestial Empire. To kick the 
Chinese out of the country and at the same time assist 
them all we can to put themselves In the best position 
to avenge the insult may be American diplomacy, but 
it 18 not strlotly Maohigvelian, 
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So Far as we can learn the question as to the right of 
Assistant-Surgeon J. R. Brooke, U.S. A., to be pro- 
moted Major and Surgeon in advance of Assistant-Sur- 
geon Charles Smart, who now heads the list of Assist- 
ant-Surgeons, Dr. Brooke coming second, has not yet 
been decided by the Secretary of War, who holds the 
pape-sin the case. The law of 64 is the only one 
bearing on the subject, and that says either three years 
in the regular or three years in the volunteer service. 
It does not say that two years in one service and 
one year in the other shall be added together in com- 
puting the time, though Congress may have intended 
such a construction. Secretary Lincoln is looking into 
the subject, and will undoubtedly give his views if 
necessary. At present it is understood the only ques- 
tion is between Drs. Brooke and Smart. The Attorney 
General has decided that Dr. Brooke is entitled to stand 
-above Dr. Smart. The Secretary as not yet stated 
whether or no he concurs with the Attorney General’s 
decision, nor given any opinion as to the relative rights 
of Drs. Brooke and Smart. Meanwhile Dr. Smart’s 
nomination has not been sent to the Senate. 








Tue subject of Army transportation was actively dis- 
cussed during the debate on the Deficiency Appropria- 
tion bill in the House on Wednesday. Mr. Sparks 
thought that more was spent for junketting than for 


railroading. He said: 

Sir, the transportation item is made up very considerably of 
junketting expenses. I remember that just after the last presi- 
dential election a distinguished military officer of the United 
States Army received great credit with the Administration, as it 
was said in the papers, for coming all the way from San Francisco 
to New York to vote. He received for that $1,200 transportation; 
it was so stated in tl e papers. 

Mr. Butterworth.—That did not come out of this item at all. 

Mr. Sparks.—It was for transportation, and that would come 
out of the item for transportation. 

You have an Army, as General Sheridan stated in my presence, 
that is not capable of putting 18,000 effective men in the field. 
Yet it is costing the Goverament in the neighborhood of $30,000,- 
000 a year. And why not, if $4,200,000 are appropriated for the 
single item of transportation, and, in addition to that, $500,000 as 
a deficiency? Of course it will cost $30,000,000 a year. Just 
think of that large sum for this little Army. 

Iam uot complaining of the Army. A more efficient army than 
the American Army now in the field or on the plains never 
existed. A braver lot of men and one better officered cannot be 
found; an army better commanded or one that can do better 
fighting. Our Army is doing its duty manfully and well. In my 
judgment we need every man of them, and I have never been a 
stickler for cutting down the Army for the sake of economy. 

But these staff departments here are making it cost too much. 
That is what I want to say to the American people. The staff de- 
partments get all the drippings, and the men in the field do all 
the work. Iam for the line and not for the staff uatil the staff 
does better. 

Mr. Sparks thought very ‘‘small beer” of Gen. 
Meigs as an economist, declaring that though he had no 
doubt he ‘‘was himself a most honest, upright and 
faithful officer, was cxtremely remiss, I may say negli- 
gent, in this regard, and never made a suitable effort to 
get cheap transportation for the Army.” 

Mr. Hewitt, speaking from his experience in contact 
with Gen. Meigs while he had charge of the Army 
bill for two sessions in Congress, declared that he had 
never found in the public service a more intelligent and 


faithful servant. 

Mr. Butterworth spoke to the same effect, as did Mr. 
McCook and other Republicans. But Mr. Sparks con- 
tinued, declaring: ‘‘I think the Quartermaster’s 
Department was conducted very extravagantly under 
his administration and very carelessly. That is my 
opinion. I think he was honest, of course, and I made 
no charge as to that.” 








Tne assembling of the vessels of the European Sta- 
tion at Port Mahon, in the island of Minorca, has 
taken place, as was announced in these columns a few 
weeks ago. The squadron steamed from Villefranche 
to the island, exercising on the way, and then spent a 
week in drilling the several crews in boats, and as in- 
fantry and artillery on shore, where there is a very fair 
place for the purpose. Three battalions of four com- 
panies each were organized, one composed of the ma- 
rines under the fleet marine officer, and the others of 
sailors under the executive officers of the ships, and 
their appearance and discipline, evolutions and manage- 
ment of arms are reported as having been highly credi- 
table. HI Bien Pubdlico, a Spanish paper, the receipt of 
which we acknowledge, is enthusiastic in its description 
of the exercises, and particularly of the drill and 
martial air of the marines, who paraded in their fatigue 
uniform with white helmets. 








ComMANDER W. T. Sampson, who has been in 
charge of the Naval Observatory at Washington since 
the death of Rear Admiral Rodgers, has been appointed 
superintendent of that institution until Vice Admiral 
Rowan reports for duty as such, on the ist of July 
next. It was necessary to have some One in charge 
who could legally exercise the duties of superintend- 
ent, as there were certain matters to be attended to in 
connection with the cbservation of the Transit of 
Venus, which takes place in December next, The se- 


Rodgers has apparently put at rest the question of the 
propriety of placing the Observatory in charge of an 
officer of the Corps of Mathematics. The claims of one 
or twoof the professors were strongly pressed, and 
many of the most prominent scientists connected with 
the leading observatories throughout the country advo- 
cated the proposition to assign a professor of mathe- 
matics to the superintendency of the Naval Observa- 
tory.

THE FORTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 


Debates of interest to both Army and Navy have 
occupied the attention of Congress this week. Of these 
we give report elsewhere, The most important busi. 
ness actually accomplished is the passage in the Senate 
ef the Army Appropriation bill. 

The Senate, June 1, passed the bill increasing to $50 
a month the pension of the widow of Rear-Admiral 
Wim. Reyxolds, and the bill giving the same pension to 
the widow of Gen. Silas Casey. June 5th, Mr. Beck 
offered the following resolution : 

Whereas there remains only a fraction of a month before the

He said in introducing it: ‘* We have been here six 
months to-day, and five of the most important bills to 
carry on the Government for the next fiscal year have 
not yet reached the Senate, and I think several of them 
have not yet been reported to the House. Unless we 
propose to embarrass the Government, the Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations will have to take up and re- 
port as original measures the Appropriation bill for the 
Navy; the legislative, executive and judicial bill ; the 
sundry civil bill and others, or the fiscal year will end 
and the services of the next fiscal year will begin, when 
no advertisement can be made and nothing can be done. 
The House Judiciary Committee, I believe, have decided 
unanimously that the Senate has the right to originate 
appropriation bills. I know it has been decided else- 
= I desire to call attention to the matter, that is 
all.” 

Mr. Allison thought that this was no new thing. He 
said: ‘‘ What I believe ought to be done is for the 
House and Senate to agree upon a joint resolution 
whereby a certain portion of the appropriation bills may 
originate in the Senate, so that these bills can go on in 
the two bodies in somewhat equal proportion. Of 
course, a8 it is now, the session will be probably pro- 
longed beyond the ist day of July, on account of the 
condition of the appropriation bills. However, I want 
to say to the Senator from Kentucky, that the deficiency 
bill, which is an important bill, will be considered in 
the House, I understand, to-morrow, and the legislative, 
executive and judicial bill, one of the bills named in tke 
resolution, has already been reported to the House, and 
will soon be taken up. The quickest way to have that 
bill become a law will, of course, be to acquiesce in the 
passage of it inthe House first. So far as the naval bi!] 
is concerned, I think that is yet in the hands of the 
Committee of the House. So far as the sundry civil 
bill is concerned, I do not believe there ever has been a 
time when we have had the sundry civil bill here before 
a week prior to the adjournment of Congress.” Mr. 
Hale said that this was always so. ‘‘The summer heats 
in the long sessions,” he said, ‘are the only things thet 
I have ever known that brought legislation and sessions 
to an end.” 

The petition of J. F. Lamden, praying to be rein- 
stated as an engineer in the U. S. Navy, was referred 
in the House to the Committee on Naval Affairs. Bills 
were introduced in the Senate, 8. 1966, concerning the 
Pay Department of the Army, and in the Houee for the 
relief of E. Remington and Son and Thomas Worthing- 
ton. Also a bill to construct a steam launch for special 
service in Alaska waters, and a steam vessel for the 
revenue marine. §. 1966 provides: ‘‘That the pro- 
visions of the act concerning paymasters of the Army, 
approved Aug. 12, 1848, be extended to the paymasters 
of the Army who served during the war of the re- 
bellion and were honorably discharged from service.” 

Mr. Talbott, from the Committee on Naval Affairs, 
reported back the bill CH. R. 1884), to amend section 
1556 of the Revised Statutes, giving longevity pay to 
certain officers of the Navy, with amendments; which 
were referred to the Committee of the Whole on the 
House Calendar, and, with the accompanying report, 
ordered to be printed. 

The House Naval Committee on Tuesday agreed to 
the bill giving longevity pay to passed assistant en- 
gineers of the Navy. The committee take the same 
ground practically as that taken by the Senate Committee, 

The Senate Military Committee this week took ad- 
verse action on Mr. Vance’s bill (S. 1172) giving the 
President the power to detail for such duty as he may 
deem expedient retired officers of the Army, Navy, and. 
Marine Corps who may apply to him for employment 
in the civil service. The bill to reins‘ate Capt. Henry 
F. Brownson to the Army and place him on the retired 
list was also adversely acted upon. §. 1862, author- 
izing the Secretary of War to turn over to the Interior 
Department certain parts of the Camp Douglass Milita 
Reservation, in Utah Territory, was favorably reported. 
The committee will submit their report on the Signal 
Corps bill, which they decided upon some weeks since, 
to the Senate next week. 

The Housz Military Committee Tuesday, besides report- 
ing favorably a number of bills and resolutions donating 
condemned cannon for monumental purposes, reported 
back without amendment the bill (H, R. 4788), autho: 
rizing brevet commissions to commissioned officers for 
distirguished conduct in engagements with or in cam- 
paigns against hostile Indians; which was placed on 
the House Calendar, and the accompa report 
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Wickliffe Cooper, 7th Cavalry, deceased, so as to show 
that he came to his death by the hands of persons un- 
known instead of having committed suicide as his 
record now stands. Mr. Henderson’s Lill 5913 provid- 
ing for compensation of officers of the Army when on 
detached service 9s members of military courts, boards 
or commission, was agreed upon and reported to the 
House. The following is the report on the bill : 

** That the provision therein contemplated is recom- 
mended by the Secretary of War, the Adjutant.General 
and the Chief of Ordnance in their recommendations 
which are made a part of this report. It is further, as 
your committee believe, the true intent of the existing 
jaw on the subject, in which we concur with the inter- 
pretation suggested in the letter of the Secretary hereto 
appended as fuir and reasonable, although the account- 
ing officers of the Treasury Department have held 
otherwise, by which this propcsed legislation is made 
necessury. The hardship which this bill is intended to 
relieve is very palpable, and your committee are satis- 
fied that the relief ought to be afforded.” 
~ The Secretary, in his letter on this subject, after call- 
ing attention to communications from Culonel John R. 
Brooke, 8d U. 8. Infantry, President of the Board on 
Magazine Guns and Chief of Ordnance, says: ‘‘ By 
sections 21 and 22 of the act of March 16, 1802, it was 
provided that officers when obliged to incur any extra 
expense when sitting on general courts-martial, should 
receive compensation for such extra expeuse not to ex- 
ceed $1.25 per day, and that judge advocates of general 
courts-martial should receive $1.25 per day in addition 
to this.” This act remained in acknowledged force un- 
til the passage of the act of July 15, 1870, which estab- 
lished the present pay system of the Army, and pro. 
vided that the rates specified should ‘be in full of all 
commutations of quarters, fuel, forage, servants, wages 
and clothing, longevity rations and all allowance of 
every name and nature whatever.” 

The same act of July 15, 1870, specifically provided 
for continuing the payment of ‘expenses of courts- 
martial, military commissions and courts of inquiry, 
including the additional compensation of judge advo- 
cates, recorders, members and witnesses while on that 
service, under the act of March 16, 1802.” 

Notwithstanding this, however, it was held by the 
accounting officers of the Treasury Department that the 
provision in the same bill that the specified rules of pay 
should be in full for all ‘‘ allowances,” prohibited the 
further payment of the per diem established by the act 
of March 16, 1802. It is believed that the two provisions 
were not so conflicting but that in considering them 
together it would have been good construction to have 
given force to each. The per diem of officers to meet 
extra expenses imposed on them by orders is rather in 
the vature of areimbursenent than an allowance; in 
this sense the latter term ‘s used when embracing com- 
peusation or emoluments. The present pay system was 
adopted with a view to equalize the pay of the Army, 
but in the construction which has been placed upon it it 
fails of its purpose. Courts and boards are often eom- 

of officers of rank so far advanced that they have 
families to provide for at their proper stations, aud 
when detached therefrom for service such as has been 
indicated the cost of their own personal maintenance, 
in addition to their continuing household expenses, 
often becomes a very great hardship, as such duties, 
although temporary in their nature, sometimes occupy 
weeks and even months.” 

Mr. Ingalls introduced in ‘the Senate on Thursday a 
bill S. 1986, granting, $2,000 to each and every one of 
the serving members of Co. G, 1st U. 8. Artillery, who 
participated during the siege of Fort Pickens, Florida, 
under command of Lieut. A. J. Slemmer, 1st Artillery, 
from January 10th to May 15, 1861. 

The meeting of the Naval Committee of the Senate 
this week was d2voted almost entirely to the consider- 
ation of Mr. McPherson’s bill to regulate promotion of 
graduates from the Naval Academy. This bill was 
some time ago reported to the Senate favorably, and is 
now on the calendar, but it appears that the measure 
did not meet the approbation of Naval officers generally 
and after further consultation with the Secretary and 
officers of the Navy and some discussion among them- 
selves the committee decided to amend the bill and re- 

rt it as a substitute for the other bill now on the cal- 

endar, as follows : 

Be it cnacted, etc., That after completing the prescribed course 
of four years’ instruction at the Naval Acadeniy, and after suc- 
cessfully passing all the examinations of said course, there shall

BUREAU MANAGEMENT FOR THE NAVY. 


THERE was a lively colloquy in the House on Thurs- 
day on the clause in the Deficiency Appropriation bill 
giving the Bureau of Construction and Repair $150,000. 
Mr. Blount moved to strike this out and Mr. Atkins 
and Mr. Hewitt sustained this motion. The following 
extracts will show the character of the debate : 


Mr. Blount.—The simple question is : Congress refused to give 
more than $1,500,000 for that bureau. It did agree that $150,000 ot it 
should be made available to repair the Brooklyn and Lancaster. 
The bureau, in the face of the act of Congr +s and the will of 
Congress, after endeavoring to persnade the committee to agree 
to the larger appropriation, went on, and I believe have spent 
the money ; and now they come in and ask for $150,000 to make 
the deficit good without any authority of law whatever. That is 
the whole case. It is for the House to say whether or not they 
are willing the bureaus shall make the law ; whether they shall 
ride, rough-shod, over the law of Congress, when they know that 
Congress had its attention directed, definitely and specifically, to 
the point, aud made up its mind to deliberately refuse the money. 
It the bureau is, then, to be permitted to go on and spend money 
in the very teeth of the law, of what use is it for Congress to 
wake laws or to put limits to appropriations ? 

Mr. Hiscock.—I desire to say that tne bureau,has not gone on 
and contracted—— 

Mr. Atkins.—It has not? Then it is not a deficiency. 

Mr. Hiscock.—I say it is a deficiency in this: It is for the ex- 
peuses of the current year. This is work which should be done 
in this current year. The work has already ceased. They are at 
a stand-still, and it is to continue the work tor this current year 
that we ask this appropriation. 

Mr. Holman.—Is this work to be done and this money to be 
expended between this date and the 30th of this month ? 

Mr. Hiscock.—Contracts have to be made; but this money is 
wanted at the earliest practicable moment, looking to the making 
of contracts. 

Mr. Hewitt, of New York.—The work was going on, and is 
stopped. Thank God for that ; the work is stopped. 

Mr. Hiscock.—Do I understand the gentleman to thank God 
that we bave no efficient Navy ? 

Mr. Hewitt, of New York.—I say that the work was going on on 
these vessels, and is stopped tor the want of money. 

Mr. Hiscock.—Is that what the gentleman thanks God for ? 

Mr. Hewitt, of New York.—I thank God the work is stopped, 
and that there is no u ore money available for the purpose, aud 
I want to continue the stoppage. And the authority which I 
give tor this conclusion will be the report ot the Committee on 
Naval Affairs ot this House, of which the gentleman trom Masaa- 
chusetts [Mr Harris] is the chairman, and the gentleman from 
New Jersey is second. I will yield to no man in my desire for a 
Navy for the proper defence und protection of this country. 
But I am utterly and absolutely opposed to expending a dollar 
upon euch a Navy as is described in this report of our Committee 
on Naval Affairs. I want to bave a real and not asham Navy. It 
is tor that reason that I want to stop this expenditure ; for that 
reason that I thank God the money has run out. And I may add 
that not one dollar more should be appropriated if my advice 
shall be heeded, except after a full discussion upon a proper 
appropriation bill,in which this expenditure properly belongs. 

Now, gentiemen will see by the examination of this statement 
in Executive Document No. 30 that vastsums have been expended 
in repairivg vessels which originally cust much less than the 
aggregate ot the repairs. I do not propose at this time to criti- 
cize these expenditures, nor the gentleman under whose admin- 
istration they were largely made. Let that be distinctly under- 
stood. I believe he was the victim, if victim he was, of the 
bireaus of the Navy Department, which have recklessly sqnan- 
dered these vast amounts of money. Andif any more mouey is 
to be put into the custody of those bureaus it will tollow the 
money which heretotore has been put into their hands and 
thrown away, and resu!t in a worthless Navy, as it is declared to 
be by the Secretary of the Navy and by the Naval Committee. 

It is for these reasons, which ought to be overwhelming in 
their force, that I wish to stop tuis further expenditure of money 
at once, for after you have spent your money on these ships 
they will be entirely worthless for the purpose ot cruising in 
foreign wat -rs, as many of them cannot carry coal enough to get 
to distant stations, and others have only got to sea by the assis- 
tance of tow-boats. Let us first take steps to reform the bureaus 
and put them under proper supervision. It is folly to talk of 
building a new Navy until we have effected this change. 


Mr. Robeson, who assisted Mr. Hiscock in the defence 
of the appropriation, said / 


Under the policy of Congress for the last six years there has 
not been one naval gun put afloat; not one. We appropriate 
every year from ten to tweive millions of dollars to maintain our 
naval establishment, and under the policy of Congress we appro- 
priate from one and a half to two millions of dollars to keep up 
the Navy, ships, engines, ropes, hulis, and all. The whole of 
the great appropriation is consumed in housekeeping, and 
nothing is done tor the service itself. 

It is admitted on all hands that we ought to have new ships to 
keep pace with the progress of naval improvements. But they 
cannot be built in a year; perhaps no great number of them 
can be finished in two years ; not ali of them in three years. In 
the mean time we must ao the best we can with what we have. 

Although to finish these ships would take many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, here is an estimate ot from five to ten 
thousand dollars each tu patch them up so that (hey can do ser- 
vice until the American Congress is ready to respond to the 
demand of the American people that their Navy shali be such as 
will enable this nation to occupy a respectable position upon the 
ocean, 

Mr. Springer.—What will the vessels be worth when they are 
patched up? 

Mr. Robeson.—They will be all that we shall have to carry our 
flag around the world. Thank God, every ship that now bears 
the flag of America and carries its guns was built by me or was 
enol repaired under my direction, and I am responsibie 

‘or it. 

Mr. McMillin.—Who started those that rotted on the docks ? 

Mr. Robeson.—They were started to put down the rebellion 
which was rife in the southern part of this country. 

Mr. Blount —Oh, no, Mr. Chairman! As to the vessels used in 
that connection Congress passed laws proviJing for their sale. 
They ought to have been sold ; but objection was made and the 
gentleman, in spite of a universal sentiment that they were 
worthless, went to enormous expense in repairing those vessels, 
and everybody admits that they are worthless at this bour.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


On June 1 the annual exercises at the Naval Academy 
began with the reception by the Academic Board of the 
Board of Visitors, whose names we have already pub- 
lished. The latter, after a general inspection, organized 
by selecting Commodore 8S. R. Franklin as president, 
and Senator Henry L. Dawes vice-president; Lieut. 
Chas. A. Stone is secretary to the board. Dress parade 
was then witnessed. On the following day the 1ron- 
clad Nantucket, the Mayflower, the Phlox, and four 
steam launches left their moorings at the Naval Acad- 
emy, and, sailing out of the Severn, entered the Chesa- 
peake and performed a series of nautical manceuvres 
that showed great proficiency on the part of the cadets 
and delighted the Board of Visitors. The Nantucket, 
on which the Board of Visitors was, was in command of 
Commander H. B. Robeson. , The cadet engineers in 
going out worked the engines, and the cadet midship- 
men occupied the turret and fired the 15 inch Colum- 
biad. In coming in the cadet midshipmen worked the 
engines. On the Dale, commanded by Commander N. 
H. Farquhar, the cadets manned the ship as sailors, 
unfurled, furled, and reefed sails as the ship performed 
the practical exercises of sailing, wearing, and heaving 
to. The Mayflower, Phlox, and steam launches, the 
last-named under the command of cadets, performed 
the duty of tenders. The steamer Phlox brought the 
board back to Annapolis. 

Then the examinations proceeded under the following 
committees : 

Seamanship, Gunnery and Navigation—Mr. Dawes, Capt. 
P. OC. Jobnson and Mr. Watrous. 

Steam, Mathematics, Physics and Mechanics—Geueral 
Townsend, General Stevens and Mr. Hubbard. 

English Studies, Modern Languages and Drawing—Mr. 
Jones, Mr. Courtenay and Mr. Thomas. 

Grounds, Buildings and Sanitary Condilion—Mr. Darrell, 
Mr. Watrous and Gen. Townsend. 

Finance and Library—Mr. Harris, Mr. Hubbard and Mr. 
Darrell. 

Administration and Police—M:-. Thomas, Gen. Stevens 
and Capt. P. C. Johnson. 

Senator Jones, of Florida, was selected to deliver the 
address to the graduates. 

During the week the examinations progressed satis- 
factorily, the cadets showing commendable progress ; 
and as the days passe:l, the crowds coming in to Anapo- 
lis increased. On Tuesday, June 6, there were great 
gun exercises on the Santee, the officer in charge being 
Commander H. B. Robeson. The target was placed in 
the Severn, a thousand yards distant, ard thirty shells 
were fired at it. Next followed examples of boarding 
an enemy, repelling an attack, rallying on the quarter- 
deck, transferring and dismounting guns. After this, 
came mortar practice at 800 yards and target practice 
with the Hotchkiss cannon at 800 yards, the exercises 
concluding with Gatling gun and Gardner gun practice 
and rifle shooting. The afternoon brought saduess to 
the scene. The remains of Commander Edward Terry, 
U. 8. N., who died recently in Colorado, arrived and 
were buried in the Naval Cemetery, opposite the Acade- 
my. The pall-bearers were Commanders McNair, Far- 
quhar, Harrington and Sampson. Professor Soley and 
Lieutenants Emory, Mason and Meigs, together with 
Rear-Admiral Rodgers and others from Washington 
attended the funeral. 

On Wednesday, the 7th, the Board received the re- 
ports of the various committees, and then witnessed a 
battalion drill of the cadets, under command of Lieut.- 
Commander Thomas. The battalion sent out two lines 
of skirmishers, attacked and repelled the assault of an 
imaginary foe, and performed other interesting military 
manceuvres. Then came the annual competitive drill of 
the four companies of cadets for the flag. The com- 
panies contending were: No. 1, commanded hy Cadet 
8S. S. Wood; No. 2, by Cadet W. B. Duncan; No. 3, 
by Cadet F. G. Doyle; No. 4, by Cadet J. M. Poyer. 
Many ladies and gentlemen were present. The judges 
were Gen. E. D. Townsend, Gen. A. F. Stevens, the 
Hon. John B. Thomas, the Hon. Chester B. Darrell, 
avd Charles Watrous. The successful company was 
No. 3, and Miss Dawes, daughter of Senator Dawes, 
presented the flag to it, with appropriate remarks. The 
exercises in the afternoon consisted of practical nautical 
tactics. 

The great day was yesterday, June 9, the graduating 
day, for which the following programme was arranged. 
The officers and professors of the Academy assembled 
in the Library in the morning at 10.30 o’clock in full 
dress uniform. The battalion of cadets in charge of 
Lieut.-Comdr. Charles M. Thomas, and the Marine 
Guards, under Capt. &. W. Huntington, formed on the 
green in front of the chapel. The Board of Visitors, 
the officers and professors then formed a procession and 
marched to the Naval Chapel, the Marine Guard pre- 
senting arms. The graduating classes then marched to 
the chapel and took seats allotted to them, followed by 
the other cadets. The exercises at the chapel consisted 
of prayer by Chaplain Wallace and an address to the 
graduates by Senator Jones, of Florida, at the conclu- 
sion of which the battalion of cadets reassembled and 
marche to the band stand, where they were awarded 
their diplomas. ,At the conclusion of the exercises 
some of the cadets were granted a short leave of ab- 
sence, while theothers will go on a three months’ cruise, 
beginning on or about June 16.

HOW TO IMPROVE THE ARMY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Sim: First of all we need further legislation by Con- 
gress to give to the worthy non-commissioned officers of 
long and faithiul service a retired list. The law pro- 
vides for the retirement of boatswains, gunners, car- 
penters, sailmakers, etc., in the Navy, and such provi- 
sion should be made for the non-commissioned officers 
of the Army; and, in addition to this, there should be 
provided a class of post quartermaster sergeants similar 
to those provided for the Subsistence Department. 

Here, then, we should have the grades of ordnance 
sergeant, hospital steward, commissary sergeant, and 
post quartermaster sergeant, to which young men who 
enter the service could aspire, with a retired pay in 
their old age of something like $30 per month. While 
their active service lasted, besides their pay of from $34 
to $40, or more dollars, they would be provided with 
quarters, fuel, rations, and clothing, equivalent to more 
than $75 per month, with a life position dependent 
upon faithful and invtelligent service alone, and in the 
highest and most honorable service in the nation. 

It seems strange that active young men will pass over 
these advantages to accept the positions of counter- 
hoppers and pen-drivers, as clerks, bookkeepers, etc., 
for iess compensation and without reasonable assurance 
of ultimate independence. It is true that the $30 per. 
month in the end 1s not large, but, when it is considered 
that it is the provision for old age alone, it is far more 
than the unfortunate clerk can hope to earn when old 
age overtakes him in an unsuccessful career, which is 
indeed frequent. 

But, in addition to all these, the young man will have 
before him the yet higher reward of a commission. 
Thousands of young men expend more time and labor 
to acquire diplomas as lawyers, doctors, etc., than 
it will now require to secure a commission by enlisting 
in the Army; and in the end a large number will be at 
the close of a life of hard labor no better, if as well, off 
as will be the retired non-commissioned ofticer. 

We have had here the case of a young man who came 
to this country from Ireland, without money and with- 
out friends. He enlisted as a soldier, and soon proved 
a must excellent one, and his officers advised him to 
strive for a commission, and aided him in every way to 
secure the prize for which he was striving. In due 
time he passed a most successful examination, and two 
days after his second enlistment he received his appoint- 
ment as a second lieutenant; and it must be borne in 
mind that his five years’ service as a soldier—most of 
the time, of course, as a non-commissioned office, finally 
as first sergeant—counted not only as a worthy proba- 
tionary service, under good pay and allowances, but 
upon the receipt of his commission it secures the fur- 
ther reward by further counting for longevity pay, and 
the young soldier at once entered the service upon a 
pay which other officers secure only after five years’ 
service. 

With the passage of the law for compulsory retire- 
ment, there will in the future be many such opportuni- 
ties as was presented to this young man. The condi- 
tions imposed upon this young man, or that will be 
imposed upon any other who desires to follow in his 
course, are such as any young man in this country may 
accept. It is simply honorable, faithful, and intelli- 
gent service in the Army of the United Sjates. 

Many unthinking and ignorant people shudder at the 
picture of associations their distorted imaginations pre- 
sent for a young man of good character and standing. 
We all know that these associations will be just what 
the young man may choose, and further, that his future 
success will depend entirely upon his choice in such 
matters, just the same as though he was in civil instead 
of military life. When he receives his commission he 
must be recognized as a gentleman as prescribed by the 





military laws and customs, and before any officer will 


recommend him for a commission he must have proved 
by his conduct as a soldier that he is in fact a gentle- 
man as commonly accepted by the customs of the 
country. If he enters the service to secure a commis- 
sion he must avoid evil associations and conduct, or other- 
wise he has absolutely no chance whatever to secure the 
end desired, and it may as well be thoroughly under- 
stood that the officers making the necessary recommen- 
dations know pretty much all about the character and 
conduct of the subject of them. 

lt really seems to me that for a young man of energy 
and ability there isin this country no other service of 
anything like equal exse of accomplishment that offersa 
prize at all to be compared to this one. Every facility 
is offered all over the Army, and every good officer will 
do all in his power to aid a worthy young man. West 
Point can not furnish all of the officers, and we should 
by far prefer to secure the young men whom we train 
for the position, as we think they should be. 

As in civil life, all can not win first prizes, and many 
would fail here, but 1f good conduct were preserved, 
the lower prizes above indicated will fall to their share. 

There is no reason why we should not have by far 
the best class of enlisted men of any army in the world, 
if, indeed, we have not already, but with the induce- 
ments offered to young men, it should be far better 
than it now is. 

You have ever, and especially during the past few 
months, strenuously endeavored to advance the interests 
of the officers; they can look after themselves, and now 
give us the full measure of your interest for the non- 
commissioned officer, and with him, of course the 
soldier. 

Ample time and opportunity, and by easy stages, are 
afforded for learning the duties of the soldier under the 
various conditions, and schools are furnished at every 
post where all knowledge can be acquired necessary to 
pass the prescribed examinations, and the schools at 
Fort Monroe or Leavenworth will complete for the time 
being the military eaucation of the young officer. If 
you can spread through the country a knowledge of the 
actual status of the Army, and the inducements it now 
offers, and may in the future offer to young men, it 
will be of the utmost value to the service. 

Especially should the retirement feature be urged. 
‘* He is richest who is satisfied with least,” and no doubt 
the veteran soldier will pass his declining years upon 
his retired pay with as much solid satisfaction as will the 
veteran officer on his retired list. Post quartermaster- 
sergeants are more used than are commissary sergeants. 
At least such is my judgment, and I think I will be 
sustained therein by the officers who have served as 
post quartermasters. The existing necessity for such 
non-commissioned officers is, of course, ground upon 
which to urge their creation; but once fixed it adds. 
gieatly to the number of excellent positions to which 
the worthy soldier can aspire. 

One thing you must dispel and that is the idea that 
officers make use of soldiers for their servants, even to 
the extent of exercising their authority as officers to 
compel an unwilling soldier to do such services. 
Soldiers actually do a very great many things for offi- 
cers, always have, and always will, simply because, as 
American citizens, they have the right to do so if they 
choose. No officer has a right to compel such service, 
but is absolutely forbidden to do so. The ‘‘ brawny, 
clear-eyed, muscular soldier,” of the Sun, was no doubt 
in ‘‘durance vile.” He had to work, clean up the 
parade, officers’ yards, company cesspools, and plenty 
of other disagreeable work. He is not a representative 
of the kind of soldiers we want, but rather of those 
whom we wish to avoid. Good soldiers even become 
non-commissioned officers, and if we have in this 
country a class who “toil not, neither do they spin”—I 
mean in the vulgar sense of work—it is these same 
officiais. Of course I do not intend to intimate that 
they are idlers, for their proper duties render their 
offices no sinecure.

ENGLISH COMPLIMENTS TO OUR NAVY. 


Tae officers and vessels of our training squadron took a 
inent part in the ceremonies atiending the light- 

ig up of the now Iddystone Light House. We are 
in receipt of a pamphiet describing the ceremonies, 
from which we learn that when the (Galatea, 
tlying the Trinity flag, and carrying the Duke of Edinburgh, 
Master of the Trinity House, passed ‘the two American cor- 
veites of 12 guns each, Commodore Luce’s flagship the 
Portsmouth, and the Saratoga, these vessels acknowledged 
the Duke's presence by a royal salute ef 21 guns, besides 
mannivg the yards. The salvos of artillery formed an im- 
pressive and spirit stirring element in the pageant, while the 
crowding of the crews aloft, every foot of yard, or crosstree, 
maintaining its man, presented a curious and interesting 
spectacle. Both vessels were profusely dressed with bunting 
—‘he stars and stripes and the white ensign forming a most 
ha >py and harmonious combination.” Again we are told 
that “it was ay pleasing to the English gaze to ob- 
serve that Americans should show that respect for our Royal 
V.ce-Admiral that the training brigs of our own navy failed 
to accord (but which it should be said, was not forgotten by 
then on the return)—that of manuing yards.” On the re- 
turn of the Galatea to Plymouth the two American men-of- 
war which were lying in the harbor, gaily dressed with 
colors, again manned yards as she passed, on which the Duke 
steamed round and inspected them.

Throughout 
the whole tower every stone is dovetailed, by projections and 
grooves, into those above, below, and on either side of it ; 
and the interstices between the blocks have been filled up 
with Portland cement, which blends the whole into a mass, 
the joints of which are as hard as the granite itself. 


NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


An essay on ‘‘Our Indian Question,” of which the 
report of the Board of Award of the Military Service 
Institntion said that it was ‘‘ evidently the fruit of care- 
ful, thorough and accurate historical research,” is pub- 
lished by Captain E. Butler, 5th Infantry. The print- 
ers are A. G. Sherwood and Co., 76 East Ninth street, 
New York. In this essay Captain Butler gives‘an in- 
teresting historical survey of the dealings of the Gov- 
ernment with the Indians, and also furnishes practical 
considerations in dealing with the Indians. In speak- 
ing of the reduction in the numbers of the Indians, 
Captain Butler says: ‘Tribal and intestine wars—in- 
dividual and family feuds—are among the most potent 
causes of this terrible decline. Enmity among Indians 
is hereditary and implacable— unappeasable between 
tribes or individuals of the same tribe. Every element 
of intestine discord was at work at and before the time 
of the settlement. The aboriginal population did not 
more than sustain itself. Next in destructive power 
comes fire-water; then small-pox, the Indian’s objec- 
tion to vaccination and rejection of civilized medical 
aid. Indian loss in battle with the whites is generally 
insignificant. It is not in their tactics to expose them- 
selves. ‘They ure not found in the grand clashes of arms 
where thousands fall. They hover on the flanks of 
their civilized allies, cut off the stragglers, murder and 
torture the wounded and the prisoners. Their cardinal 
principle in what they call war is to kill without risk of 
being killed. A heavy Indian loss is only possible when 
they are surprised, surrounded, and there is no chance 
of scattering, concealment, or flight. The uncertainty 
of provision in the hunter state, the exposure it necessi- 
tates—the transition from periods of famine when game 
is hard to find, to seasons of gluttonous eujoyment 
when it is plenty—the condition of the women, the 
severe and unremitting labor exacted of them—a most 
effectual obstacle to increase—the prevalence of abor- 
tion among the younger squaws—immoderate indulg- 
eace in sexual pleasurez—the pride and indolence of 
the males which left the crops that bountiful nature fur- 
nished in profusion, such as wild rice, to wither un- 
gathered and allowed their women and children to die 
of starvation while it rotted around them—these are 
all factors in the deadly problem.” Captain Butler 
dwells on the great influence of the medicine men in 
deciding for peace or war, and the necessity of crushing 
the Indians by a display of overwhelming force, when- 
ever hostilities are resolved upon.

Wherever and whenever it was brought up, at least a score 
of excited National Guardsmen would at once enter their 
protests and urge arguments demonstrating the utter im- 
practicability of the scheme, and predicting utter ruin to the 
regiments unfortunate enough to be selected for camp duty. 
This feeling has gradually subsided, resignation to the iney- 
itable has succeeded, and a general eagerness is shown to be 
sent intocamp. It may be safely said of those who have 
been designated for this duty that they do not merely accept 
the situation, bnt are preparing with interest and waiting 
with impatience for their turn to come. 

If the matter is viewed in the right light, it can easily be 

seen that under the provisions which the Adjutant General 
is making for the comfort of the men, the duty can scarcely 
be regarded as onerous. Wall tents, with good wooden 
floors will be put up, and allowed one to each two men, who 
will be provided with a cot, mattress and two blankets apiece ; 
duty is not expected to be unreasonably hard, and reasonable 
allowances will be made for the aimusement of the men. 
Under such circumstances it would not seem so difficult to 
remain contented and jolly for five or six days. 
The change in the feeling mm regard to the service uniform 
is quite as marked. Some of its bitterest opponents are now 
willing, and even anxious, to receive it, and at Prospect Park, 
on the field day of tbe 2d division, where it was worn by 
General Oliver’s orderly, the opinion amoug National Guards- 
men seemed to prevail that it is rather an improvement upon 
what is now worn by a large number of organizations. A 
regiment clad in the service uniform will make a creditable 
appearance alongside of anyorganization in the country. The 
passing of the Code by both Houses of the Legislature has 
removed an incubus upon the development of the National 
Guard. Although at the time of writing this it has not yet 
received the Governor’s signature, there seems to be no 
doubt but that it will be approved in due time. Someof the 
regiments seem already to be brightening up under the pros- 
pect, and renewed efforts are made by some to revive the 
lagging spirits of their companies by the introduction of new 
and healthy elements. If permanent peace and harmonious 
working between the National Guard and the Albany author- 
ities can be established, the former may be brought to what 
it should be—the organization which sets the example to the 
militia of all the other States of the nation. 


THE 71ST NEW YORK ON GOVERNOR’S ISLAND. 

Tus regiment has during several drill seasons labored 
under exceptional difficulties in regard to armory facilities, 
The building assigned to them as an armory on Broadway 
and 35th street is so small and rickety that it affords neither 
room nor safety to drill a large number of men, a fact which, 
of course, has interfered to a great extent with the proper 
instruction of the regiment, and especially prevented bat- 
talion drills. A few so-called battalion drills were held dur- 
ing the last season, but they really amounted only to squad 
drills, as the companies had to be reduced to such an extent 
that no proper evolutions could be performed. 

This state of affairs has naturally chagrined Col. Vose, the 
commander of the 7ist, but his hands were tied during the 
winter months and no remedy was available. Since the 
advent of favorable weather he has, however, been looking 
around for a suitable outside door place to give his regiment 
the instruction of which it was deprived and so much in 
need, but his efforts to obtain a place for this purpose in or 
around New York City proved as unsuccessful as the search 
for a needie in a hay stack, as itis a well known fact that 
New York City does not provide the troups on whom it has 
so often relied for protection in times of trouble with suit- 
able grounds to receive the instruction necessary for proper 
performance of their duties. 

In his dilemma Col. Vose at last was struck by the lucky 
thought to apply to Gen. Hancock for the parade ground on 
Governor's Island, a request which was at once courteously 
granted. The drill ground, a beautiful piece of turf on the 
Southern slope of Fort Columbus, was without delay pre- 
pared for the use of the 7ist by constant application of 
mowing machines, and the commander of the fort instructed 
to afford the regiment all facilities and assistance in his 
power. 

The difficulty being thus settled, orders were issued direct- 
ing the regiment to assemble at the armory on Tuesday, 
June 6, at 12.45 Pp. »., a barge was hired to convey the com- 
mand across the river, and on the day and at the time ap- 
pointed, the regiment, in fatigue dress, knapsacks, with 
overcoats rolled, headed by drum corps and band, started 
promptly down 34th street tothe North River, where the 
boat was waiting. The barge was gaily decorated with flagr, 
the weather was favorable, the trip was made without acc:- 
dent, and a landing at Governor's Island effected at 2.30 P. Y. 
The attendance was not as large as might have been desired, 
which was undoubtedly due to the fact that many men are 
prevented from leaving their business in order to respond tu 
all the frequent calls for attendance at military duties, to 
which they have lately been subjected during business hours. 
Somewhat over 200 rank and file constituted the strength of 
the command. 

The event called quite a large number of visitors to Gov- 
ernor’s Island, and a large number of National Guard officers 
both from New York and Brooklyn were present to witness 
the performance. Gen. Hancock and his staff, the Fort 
Columbus officers, and several officers from other forts in 
the harbor were alsoon hand and watched the drill with 
interest. 

On arrival the regiment, with band playing,‘marched up to 
the parade seta and past a guard, which was 
drawn up in fine with arms presented in due style. The band 
took possession of the music stand in front of the General’s 

marters, where, while the regiment was engaged in drill, it 

lighted the large assembly, which included many ladies, 
with a number of well rendered selections. 

The regiment commenced work with an hour’s company 
drill as a preliminary warming up of officers and men. The 
companies were small, the largest having 16 and the smallest

arranged after awhile, and drill commenced with what 
seemed to be a sort of dress parade for instruction, during 
which things did not present a very encouraging aspect. In- 
experience on the part of all hands was very plain; the line 
officers looked incongruous, as a portion of them were with- 
out gloves ; markers in retiring went around the flanks of the 
battalion ; a non-commissioned staff officer who was posted 
behind the colonel (we presume as orderly) presented his 
sword with the battalion, a proceeding which made a de- 
cidedly absurd impression---and, by the way, we may as well 
state right here that if this man was intended for an orderly 
he had no business to draw his sword and still less to present 
it. An orderly wears his side arm, but goes through no per- 
formance with it. He simply follows his commander at a 
reasonable and respectful distance and is attentive to be on 
hand when called. The man in this case kept himself alto- 
gether too close to the colonel. The manual was good, but 
in concludiog the ceremony the colonel closed the ranks, 
which brought the subalterns into the line of file closers, 
who, when called to the front, had to march around the 
flanks of the battalion ; the ist sergeants were not called to 
the front to report, and some of the officers, after bringing 
their commands to parade rest, were entirely at sea as to 
what to do with themselves, and had to look round to their 
neighbors for points. These remarks are made with the 
assumption that the part of the drill just described was in- 
tended for a rehearsal for drees parade. 

The companies having marched off, line was again formed 
for battalion drill, the men matching on with fixed bayonets, 
which is not customary or right. The colonel then led off 
with fours right, followed by fours left, when the battalion 
halted without the command. A wheel into column of com- 
panies and re-formation of line was next—right guide not 
on the line. Thena march in column of companies, with 
distance lost by 4th company ; wheel into line was spoiled by 
the fact that the Ist company had partly changed direction 
when the command was given; the captain of left centre 
company attempted to dress his command to wrong flank. 
Now came several marches in line of battle, the fours at the 
end of each wheeling about to right or left, and itreach case 
half of the captains would dress their companies to the 
wrong flank. 

The movements so far performed were anything but cred- 
itable, but from this point a change for the better seemed 
gradually to take place. It must be borne in mind that offi- 
cers and men had had no battalion instruction worthy of the 
name in a long while, the change from a close armory with 
four walls to an open field, and to a place where the eyes of 
the Regular Army were on them, could have none but an 
embarrassing effect on all the participants of the drill, and 
it is no more than just to make reasonable allowance for this 
feeling. As it wore off the movements improved, and break- 
ing by fours and by companies from right to left, which 
were the next commands, were quite fairly performed. Even 
formation of division column to the rear, which is the move- 
ment on which nearly all battalion drills get shipwrecked, 
was executed without blunder, although the 3d division was 
slow and closed up too much. A march in division column, 
followed by wheel into line, would have been good 
if the right guide had come out in the latter move- 
ment. March in column of fours was bad, distances 
were not kept and turning point ignored. Distances were 
lost, particularly in the 3d, 4th and last companies. Several 
changes of front on the 8th and 1st companies followed, in 
which the guides were slow and decidediy crooked lines es- 
tablished. The marching in double column of fours was 
good, but in forming line the guides in the right half of the 

attalion were again slow. Wheel in battalion front was a 
failure, 2e might be expected from a lot of men who prob- 
ably have not had a chance to wheel with a larger front than 
8 files for years. The drill towards ‘the end was constantly 
improving, and the latter part of it may be called quite a fair 
battalion drill. While the whole affair Toft immense room for 
improvement, the progress made towards the end of the drill 
was marked, and the main point, the efficacy ef outside door 
drills was clearly demonstrated in this case. The benefit 
which the regiment derived from this short turnout was ac- 
knowledged by both spectators and participants in the drill, 
and Col. Vose has our congratulation on the resulta achieved 
by his energy, even on this brief occasion. The statements of 
the drill above given, although they may sound unfavorable, 
are true; but a better result could hardly be expected. The 
regiment came for instruction and work, and performed their 
task as well as they could uuder the circumstances. The 
men behaved well, and to the entire satisfaction of General 
Hancock and his officers. Captain Cowan, officer of the day 
and in charge of the provcst guard, wes the right man in the 
right place, and deserves special credit for the firmness and 
decision he showed in handling men. 

A deplorable want of discipline was exhibited by the cap- 
tain of Company H, who, during a parade rest, took off his 
capand hung it on his sword. The dress parade, which 
wound up the exercises, would have been excellent but for 
three or four marplots ‘in several places of the battalion, who 
during the sounding off, had to wipe their noses, scratch 
themselves, and other motions performed entirely out of time 
and place, 

The regiment embarked promptly, leaving no stragglers 
behind, marched up 34th street in excellent style and arrived 
at the armory about 9.30 Pp. m., where Col. Vose, before dis- 
Inissal, expresced his satisfaction at the performance. 

Officers and men may be satisfied with their day’s work. 
Adverse criticism need not discourage them ; it was only a 
beginning and all beginnings are difticult. 


FIELD DAY OF THE SECOND DIVISION, N. G. 8. N. Y. 


WHATEVER may be the opinion some people have of the 
National Guard, the clerk of the weather seems to regard 
them with decided favor, as was again shown by the beauti- 
ful June day which greeted the 2d Division on Wednesday, 
the 7th, the date of their long talked of field day at Prospect 
Park, Brooklyn. 

The different organizations assembled at their armories at 
an early hour in fatigue uniform (the 13th, 14th, and 32d 
regiments, and 17th Separate Company in heavy marchiog 
order), and by the different horse car routes proceeded to 
the parade ground. The 23d regiment, the first on the 
ground, arrived at about 8.45 a. m., and was seen drilling at 
9 A. M., as directed in orders, a feat of which they scem par- 
ticularly proud. The other organizations, the 13th, 14th, 
32d, and 47th regiments, the 17th Separate Company from 
Flushing, and the Gatling Battery, arrived shortly after, and 
at 9.30 a guard, consisting of 2 lieutenants, 2 sergeants, 2 
Corporals, and 45 privates, 15 of whom came from the 47th, 
ae 30 from the 23d, was mounted in good style. Major 
Hoy ow 23d regimert, was field offiver of the day, and had 

is hands full. The sentries were well instructed and strict 
in the performance of their duty. As an instance of this we 
pe the case of a sentry posted at one of the gates of the 
ence with orders to let no one pass through without permis 
sion from proper authority, who on the strength of this 
order refused passage to a number of general staff officers 


understanding was modified by a lieutenant of the guard. 
This is the way a sentry ought to do his duty, and the man 
deserves credit in spite of the evident misinterpretation of 
the orders. 

The regiments on their arrival at the grounds began skir- 
mish and company driils at once, and the beautiful parade 
ground presented an animated and warlike picture. Com- 
panies busily drilling in all directious, here and there the 
curling blue smoke of blank cartridges fired by skirmishers, 
the Gatling Battery flying froa: one end of the field to the 


handsome array, with white belts and red overcoats on the 
knapsacks, in the farthest left corner of the field—all this 
made a scenw to delight the heart of a soldier and not soon 
to be forgotten. Gens. Jourdan, Christensen, and Brownell, 
with their staffs, mounted on fiery steeds, looked handsome 
in their white summer helmets. A large number of officers 
of the 1st Division were present to wituess the minceuvres. 
Gen. Oliver and his assistant, Gen. Rodenbough, were on 
hand to’perform the inspections of the 13th, 14th, and 32d 
regiments, aud 17th company—the 23d and 47th regiments 
were not inspected, 

The 13th regiment opened the ball, followed by the 14th, 
then the 17th company, and the inspection ended with the 
battery and the 32d regiment. The 13th had 30 officers and 
438 enlisted men ‘present, with a very noticeable disparity in 
the sizes of some of the companies, which was particularly 
conspicuous during the few battalion movements which fol- 
lowed, after inspection, without previous equalization of the 
companies, This battalion drill, for which we have not the 
space to notice in full, was a very handsome performance, 
and the manner in which the men handle their pieces and 
drop their left hands deserves particular credit. Skirmish 
drill was drilled by the bugle. For battalion skirmish drill 
of more than one regiment at a time even this large parade 
ground offers no facilities, and as several regiments were out 
at the same time their movements interfered, and we saw 
skirmishers of the same regiment deployed in lines perpen- 
dicular to each other, which, of course, takes away the effect 
and benefit to be derived from the drill. Of course whereso 
many organizations are dri'ling at the same time it is impos- 
sible to give a detailed account of the movements, and we 
can only mention them ina general manner. The Gatling 
Battery was kept drilling at a rattling pace for several hours, 
and could be seen at any time performing its evolutions from 
one end. of the large field tothe other. Considering the 
small amount of practice afforded to both horses and men 
the performance of this organization is highly creditable and 
deserves special mention. It was present with a force of 59 
men, of whom 10 were detailed for orderly duty with the va- 
rious staff officers. The 13th regiment band was kept hard 
at work drilling, in their various evolutions, under direction 
of the drum major, and the bugle corps performed excellent 
music. 

The 14th regiment, with its red cars, and its usual full 
complement of one armed officers, was inspected after the 
13th. It paraded 355 officers and men, Co. E being present 
with its full strength and no man absent. Its drill mane- 
vres as @ battalion were not extensive—there was very little 
battalion skirmishing, no battalion manoeuvres except the 
loadings and firings. 

The 17th Separate Company paraded 12 files at inspection. 
It looked well, but the same as in all the other organizations 
the men cannot throw up their muskets properly for inspec- 
tion —a movement only too much neglected nearly all through 
the National Guard. In every regiment he inspected Gen. 
Rodenbough was constantly compelled to correct the posi- 
tions of men throwing up their muskets for inspection. 

The 47th regiment, which has been designated for camp,was 
not inspected. It took its share of drilling in company, skir- 
mish, and a little battalion drill. At review it paraded 8 
companies of 12 files, besides the guard detail of 2 non-com. 
ofticers and 15 men. 

The 23d regiment, which is also going into camp, was not 
inspected. It was drilling with its usual energy and in hand- 
some manner, We did not ascertain its actual strength out, 
but on parade it had 9 companies of 16 files, besides the 4 
non-commissioued Officers and 30 men on guard. This regi- 
ment, which is the first ordered to the State camp, expects 
to take very full ranks, as the men are all eager to go. 

The 32d regiment took the last turn at the inspection, with 
263 officers and men. It had taken its turn at drill during 
the other inspections, and it being now 12.39 Pp. m. the fore- 
noon’s work was concluded, and men and officers took a 
recess for lunch, 

Inspector General Oliver was accompanied by Private 
Ross, of the 8th regiment, as orderly, who was dressed in 
the new service uniform, which was really very handsome, 
solid, and serviceable, and won general approval on the field. 
It is hard to see what there is objectionable in that uniform. 
It certainly lédoked better than anything worn on this field, 
which was acknowledged on all sidez. What an amount of 
** kicking ” the Governor might have saved himself by send- 
ing a sample uniform to each regiment ! 

The number of people out to witness the performance was 
constantly increasing, and was at this time enormous. The ut- 
most order prevailed, however, and the only excitement was 
caused by the capture by the guard of a contraband beer 
wagon which had established itself in the road outside of the 
inclosure. Lunch time being over the two brigades, as- 
sembled for drill, the 4th, comprising the 23d, 47th and 32d 
regiments, under Brig.-Gen. W. H. Brownell, and the 3d, ecm- 
prising the 13th and 14th regiments, under Brig.-Gen. Chris- 
tensen. To watch the movements of both brigades, which 
were cn the field at the same time, was a job which puzzled 
even the correspondent of the Army AND Navy JOURNAL, 
who is compelled to dispose of them with the general 
statement that the 4th Brigade, which was the nearest, was 
handled in excellent style by Gen, Brownell, and that the 
movements of the 3d, as viewed ,from a distance, seemed to 
pass off smoothly. The 13th regiment marched to its place 
in line to the music of its bugle and drum corps, which wun 
the admiration of a large number of the spectators. Of the 
movements of the 4th Brigade we noticed some advances in 
line, wheels about by fours, march in column of fours by the 
left flank, change of direction on the right, column of bat- 
talions on first battalion, march in battalion front, one regi- 
ment lying down while the next regiment advanced over 
them and took position in their front, formation of line on 
second battalion, etc. The drill was for work and iustruc- 
tion, and one in which practice is afforded only at long inter- 
vals, and what was accomplished under these circumstances 
must be considered as very creditable. Movements under 
these circumstances will turn out somewhat clumsy, mistakes 
are bound to occur, and it would not be fair to make a 
severe criticism where everybody is evidently working hard 
and doing bis best. 

Shortly after the dismissal of the brigade dzills, the division 
formed for review before Major Gen. Jourdan, which closed 
the exercises of the day. Major Gen. Shaler, commanding 
the Ist division, accompanied by Col. Carl Jussen, both in 
civilian dress, had now arrived on the ground and took the 
reviewing stand with a number of other National Guard offi- 

cers of the 1st division, officers of the staff corps and others 
whose duties did not require them to be present in uniform. 
When Gen. Jourdan entered the enclosure he was received

proceeded directly to the stand, accompanied by Generals 
Oliver and Rodenbough, and a number of other officers of 
his staff. Gen. Christensen passed the division in review, 
with Colonel McLeer, of the 14th, in command of the 8d 
brigade. As the reviewing parly passed around the division 
the General was received by each band with the tune, ‘ Hail 
to the Chief.” 

The division was drawn up along the entire length of the 
field, with the 14th with their red caps on the right, and the 
32d regiment in gray on the left. The appearance of the 
13th, with white belts and red overcoats on their knapsacks, 
was considered the most handsome as the line was drawn up. 
The General having ridden round the division, the brigades 
wheeled into columns of companies, and the review started 
ia the following order : 

Rea General Christensen, commanding division and 
staff. 

Cvulonel McLeer, commanding 3d brigade, followed by the 
14th regiment and 9 companies of 12 files, marching in their 
usual steady and handsome manner, but spoiling the effect 
of their appearance by having a darkey in uniform, who car- 
ried a musket, marching alongside of one of the companies. 

The 13th followed, with 8 commands of 16 files, not only 
looking well, but marching with excellent alignment, step and 
distances without a break, and receiving the lion’s share of 
the applause which they well deserved. This was, undoubt- 
edly, the best looking organization in the review. 

Gen. Brownell and staff came next, followed by the 23d 
Regiment with nine companies of sixteen files, marching 
fairly well, but not up totheir reputation. Step was bad, and 
last company broke its alignment completely. 

The 47th, with 8 coiapanies of 12 files, passed by with’ 
steady step and good alignment, but the appearance was . 
marred by a man near the left in both Ist and 2d companies 
at support arms. What were the file closers thinking of— 
were they completely blind? How easy this could have been 
remedied by simply ordering these men to come to a carry 
before coming to the reviewing officer. Itis a pity that an 
occurrence of this sort should spoil the otherwise excellent 
appearance of the organization. 

The 32d had 9 companies of 8 files, and kept alignmoents 
fairly well, while in regard to step and distance there was 
room for improvement. 

This faulty step is ina great measure due to the fact that 
80 many drums and bands are beating and playing at the - 
same sam and a remedy for the evil ought to be devised, if 
possible. 

Captain-elect Rasquin, of the Gatling Battery, drilled his 
command well, but in the presence of the major-general 
he showed a certain nervousness which made him his 
head to some extent. The captain is young and new to 
his position, and will doubtless overcome this defect in 
course of time. ° 

Before closing this article we desire to call attention to a 
defect in skirmish drill which came under our notice during 
the late skirmish drill of the 23d, and which seems to have 
received no correction on this occasion. It is the fact that 
men while fire kneeling expose themselves teo much by not 
kneeling properly, They simply bend their right kneo with- 
out sitting down on the foot, and stretch their bodies up ss 
high as possible. This niatter should be looked after, for 
which the camp instruction soon to be received will offer 
full opportunity.

I served two 
months ina New York City militia regiment in 1861; 10 
years in the regular Army as a commissioned officer, and 
am now a member of the veteran corps of the regiment I 
served with in 1861. Does not that exempt me from jury 
duty?” Ans.—Undoubtedly it does. 

G. W. F. asks : ‘* Whatstudies should a young man of fair 
common school education pursue to prepare him for exami- 
nation for a commission?” ANs.—Ail the English branches, 
a little mathematics, etc. No particular course, but a little of 
everything, not superiicial, but thorough. 

WaGoner asks : ‘‘ If an enlisted man be appointed wagon- 
er, can he hold the position during his entire enlistmont and 
be entitled to retained pay at the expiration of his service ? 
If it is forfeited, please state by what authority, or if it is sim- 
ply a custom of the service?” Ans —If an enlisted man 
holds the position of wagoner during his entire enlistment, 
he is not entitled to the retained p.y provided by the Act of 
May 15, 1872, although he may be to that provided by the Act 
of August 4, 1854, for re-enlistment. Consult, if you can, 
General Orders 51, A. G. O., of June 22, 1872, and Army 
Register of 1881, page 380, ‘Table of Monthly Pay of En- 
listed Men of the U. 8S. Army.”’ 

SusscriBeR asks: 1st. Is the officers’ white summer hel- 
met trimmed, i. e., chin chain strap and spike, to be wora 
on dress occasions in summer, in placa of the black dress 
helmet? 2d. If so, are the trimmings, chain strap and spike 
left on or taken off at undress parades, guard mounting, 
etc.? Ans.—Ist. Yes. 2d. They are kept on. 

A CORRESPONDENT from Elmira asks: Why when the word 
of command “march” is given, is the left foot advanced 
first? ANns.—This dates back to the ancient times of hand 
to hand fighting with sword and shield, when the sword was 
wielded with the right and the shield held in the left hand, 
the left foot being in advance. 

C. M. asks: 1. How a person could get to be a naval con- 
structor? 2. How can an engineer join the Navy as an en- 
gineer? 3. When are the Cadets at Annapolis going on thcir 
annual cruise, and where? 4. Are visitors allowed aboard 
men-of-war (American) when tuey come in New York harbor 
or North River? Ans.—1. It is necessary to become an as- 
sistant naval constructor before a person can be appointed a 
naval construcior. Assist. constructors are appointed by the 
Secretary of the Navy, usually from persons who have served 
a time as : Lipwrights inthe navy-yards. 2, Cadet engineers 
are sometimes appointed assistant constructors. Nearly all 
the engineers of the Navy recently appointed, graduated as 
cadet engineers at the Naval Academy. After two years 
service at sea they are appointed assistant engineers. Occa- 
sionally an assistant engiveer is appointed from civil life after 
a rigid examination. ‘The regulations about cadet engineers 
and engineers can be obtained on application to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy at Washington. 3. The cadets leave the 
Naval Academy next week on practice cruise. The midship- 
men will probably go to Buzzard’s Bay, and the cadet en- 
gineers to the principal ports along the coast as far as bos- 
ton, and to Washington, Chester and Philadelphia. 4. There 
is generally not much trouble in visiting a man-of-war lying 
in New York harbor. But it is always better to ascertain on 
what days visitors will be received. No days are fixed by 
regulation. Information can be obtained from the olficers 
of the ships’ boats which come off.
